MEMORIAL DAY OBSERVANCE 

Reynolds Post, G. A. R., Gariy Out A Splendid 
Program With Great Success 


No rain ninrrod the observance of 
Memorial Day and the Grand Army of 
the Republic decorated over 500 graves 
of fallen comrades In the cemeteries 
of Weymouth. 

The Veterans had the co-operation 
of the Woman’s Relief Corps, the Sons 
of Veterans, the Sons of Veterans 
Auxiliary, the Dorothea DIx Tent, 
Daughters of Veterans, the Boy Scouts, 
the school children, the owners of 
automobiles, and others, and the pro- 
gram was one of the most successful 
for several years. Never were so 
many flags displayed on public build- 
ings, places of business and residences 
In Weymouth. 

The Veterans were astir very early 
In the day, as they assembled before 
8 a. m. at Thomas Corner, at North 
Weymouth. There each comrade was 
decorated with a button-hole bouquet 
by the Daughters of Veterans. Car- 
ter’s Band of Boston, which la Very 
popular here, reported at the same 
hour, and gave a concert in the 
square. 

Over 50 automobiles had been 
loaned for the occasion, providing ac- 
commodations not only for the Grand 
Army, but for the band, the Sons of 
Veterans, Boy Scouts and guests. The 
entire hoard of Selectmen were pres- 
ent, two being members of the Grand 
Army, and two members of the Sons 
of Veterans. At the cemeteries they 
marched with the boys. 

Tfie many automobiles attracted lots 
of attention along the route. The first 
stop was at the North Weymouth 
cemetery. All graves of fallen heroes 
had previously been decorated with an 
American flag, and at each flag a mem- 
ber of the Grand .\rmy. a Boy Scout or 
a school pupil, took bis station. 

The program at each cemetery was 
much the same: The roll by the 
drummer: taps by the bugler. Miss 
Theodora Keith; assembly by cornets, 
and recall. When taps were sounded 
each grave was decorated with a pot- 
ted geranium in blossom. 

In turn the comrades visited the 
Village cemetery, the Catholic ceme- 
tery, the Highland cemetery, the Lake- 


view cemetery, the Elmwood cemetery. 
Mount Hope cemetery and Falrmount 
cemetery. 

Children of the Athens school 
marched from Thomas Corner to the 
North Weymouth cemetery and par- 
ticipated. Children from the Hunt 
school, directed by Principal Berry, 
marched from Lincoln Square to the 
Village cemetery and did their part. 
Children of South Weymouth assisted 
at the Highland, Lakevlew and Elm- 
wood cemeteries; children of the 
Pratt school at Mt. Hope, and children 
of East Weymouth at Falrmount cem- 
etery. 

Stops were made at Washington 
Square and Columbian Square, while 
selections were rendered by the band. 

The selections by the band were 
very appropriate to the day. Including. 
“The Rosary” at the Catholic ceme- 
tery; “The Vacant Chair,” at Highland 
cemetery: “The Perfect Day,” “The 
Soldier’s Farewell,” etc. 

Commander Pease Is to be compli- 
mented on the way the entire program 
was carried out, but he had the assist- 
ance of all the officers and comrades 
of the post. David Dunbar's long ser- 
vice as officer of the day makes him a 
valuable man.

Events in Austria-Hungary Are 
Indicative of a Break With 
Germany. 

KAISER’S MAN, TISZA, IS OUT 


France’a Reply to Russia’a Peace Pol- 
icy — Italians Make Another Big Ad- 
vance Toward Trieste — House of 
Representatives Passes Great- 
est of War Tax Bills. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Auslrin-lliiiiirary .stoiiped Into tlie 
lliiieliglit last week, and llie develop- 
ments ill tlie dual monarchy were not 
I'lilculated to please Kaiser Wilhelm. 
Ill the llrst jilace, ('omit Tisza, pre- 
mier of Hungary, the ‘‘iron iiiiiu" who 
for j'ears has been the leader of the 
jtro-CJermans of Aiistrla-HmiKary, wu.s 
llmilly forced out of ottiee, toftelher 
with his entire eiiliiiiet. Then came 
the .story, from a Swiss Catholic paper, 
that Kiiijiress Zita had ptililiely slated 
that Austria would soon ho at peace, 
a consumimitloii for wldeli hoth she 
and the emperor had been strivim;. 

This statement of the empress was 
home out liy the peaee diseiissions In 
the Vienna papers. They lainted Aus- 
tria’s r<>piidiatioii of aiiiiexatloii ami 
indemnity claims with reference to 
Itussta, ami then wont to the astoiiish- 
liiK leiiKih of aiuioimcinj; that Austria 
was r»‘ady to alitiiiduii all claims to ad- 
ditional territory on its .southern fron- 
tier, meiiiiiiiK in tlTf Hnllcnns, and even 
mlKht <’onslder Italy’s claims to Trieste 
and tlie 'rnmtiiio. If all this is true, 
Ansiria-llimi'ary Is Indeed tired of the 
war and may he siieedlly approaching 
the breaking iinliit witli Cciimiiiy. 

Trying to Hold Russia Steady. 

Tlie sociilliMl jiassiiig of ilie crisis in 
Kiissia lias not rclievcal to any great 
extent tlie anxieties of tlie oilier allies 
as to the future condiicl of liiat na- 
tion. Its armies still rest passive 
along tlie eiiKterii fronts, tlie soldiers 
fraternizing willi tlie common enemy, 
ilesiilte tlie niipeiils of War .Minister 
Kerensky and ot Iters of tin* govern- 
iiiciit. Admiral (loltclnik, comimin.lcr 
of tlie Itiisslan Klack sea Heel, after a 
visit to the front, said: “'i'lie army 
may he said to have pracilciilly con- 
cluded peace with (■erinany at a mo- 
ment when a Itiissian otfensivi* might 
have played a decisive part in the I''n- 
ropeiin campaign." .\lheri 'I’honias, 
Frimeh minister of niiinitions, told the 
workmen’s nn.l soldiers' delegates in 
Moscow that Ihoiisiimis of Freneli ami 
liritlsh sohllers were perishing while 
awaiting Unssia’s co-operation, on 
wh'cli they had ii right to eount. (!ov- 
ernment oitieials and delegates all iid- 
mlt these facts, I, tit they seem to have 
small effeet oil the individual soldiers. 
Adiiressing a eonveiilioii of Kiissian 
urmy and navy coinman.lers, eommiiml- 
er In chief .MexietT ideaded with them 
to tiring tile soldiers Iniek to llieir 
duly, and to stainl tlrm for the prose- 
cution of the war, and this tiiey iiroiii- 
. ised willi great entliiisiusm. 

The council of peasiitits* deputi<‘s 
I on Thursday (lussed u re.solniiini su|i- 
porting the present goveriiitieut and 
uiiiiistry. 

I Ribot Telit France's Aims. 

The ruling powers In Itussia. if Ihey 
cati be culled sucti, elliig to the idea 
Itiat llie other entente allies ean he 
hrouglit to udoiit the jiolicy of a peace 
wltliuut unnexatlotis or indeiunities, 
aud desire a eotifereuce for the pur- 
pose of modifying the detnuilds to he 
made uu the central powers. I'remler 
Kibot’s re| ly to litis is that resiurulioii 
of "lost iiroviiices" is not to lie consid- 
ered uunexatiuu. and tliut indeuiiiiiy 
for ravages in iuvudt-d lands is a eon- 
Iributiuu ^^bicb is iutlicted us a tine

I both law and eguliy demand. France, 
I be said, could nut ofipress any uuiiun- 
illty, even that of its eueiuies, and it 
Mieks, uot vengeance, but Justice.

Lansing Against Stockholm Meet. 

What America Ihltiks, otllclally, of 
the coming peace coitference of soci- 
alists at Stockholm was made clear last 
week when Seerelury of Stale Lansing 
amioiiiiced tliiit passports would he de- 
nied any Americans desiring to go to 
the meeting and that any Americans 
parltcipiiling therein would lie llalile 
to prosecntioii tinder the I,ogan act for- 
liiddlng imiividniil meddling in foreign 
n'lations. Kvldently the government 
helieves. ns does most of the ri*st of 
the world, that the conferences Is lint 
one of till* kaiser’s schemes to disrupt 
the entente. Itnssla and all neutral 
nations were notilied of this nctiun. 

Ahont the same lime rumors came to 
Wasliitigton that Uiisshi iilretidy had 
concluded an armistice with lierliii or 
Vienna, or hoth. 

That all Ihc fangs were not drawn 
from the* jaws of the old Knssian 
regime was evidenced Tuesday when 
an niisnccessfiil altemiit was made to 
iissassiiiale Minister of War Kerensky. 

To atld to the per|ilexilics of the itro- 
visloiml government of Uiissla, the 
Swedish iiiilitical parly, representing 
most of the weallliy and iiilhieiitlnl 
classes In Finland, met in congress and 
declared for a comidele seimrutloa of 
the grand duchy of Fliihind from Kns- 
sia and its estuhlislimeiil as a sover- 
eign state. 

Over ill ('’hinn the kaiser lost anoth- 
er point when President Id Yuan Ilniig 
dismiss(‘d from otiice Premier Tiiiin 
Fill .Ini, who had elTecImilly blocked the 
effoiis of the rest of the caliliiet ami 
a larg(* part of the |iarliament to have 
(’liiim (h'clare war on Cermany. I>r. 
Wn Ting-faitg, former amliassador to 
the l'nll«‘d Stales, was made acting 
prt'micr and anihorized to form a new 
calilnet. 

Itcclaralion of war liy Hrazll ngsiiiist 
0«>rmany was lironglit nearer by the 
fiMiiicst of President Hraz lliat con- 
gress revoke Ihc decree of iiciit rallty 
and that Itrazil take a stand along- 
side of the I'nllcd Slates. 

On Battlefields of France. 

Such progress as was made* during 
the w»*ek III imshlng hack the Cermans 
in France wits nniinly by the French 
in their ciimiiiiigiis south and soiitli- 
cast of Laoii and eiist of Iteims. In 
hoili sectors they gained imporiaut 
ground, seizing the dominaling heights 
tibove the .Vllctte valley amt in ibe vi- 
cinity of .Moronvllllcrs. ticneral Petain 
Ibns put bis troops in |ioslilon to 
Ibrcatcii the Heims salic-nt bcbl by 
the (iermans, ami to uilack Ibe Laon 
fortress from the rear and compel the 
I retirement of tlie Teutons in ibis en- 
tirt* sector. 

I The Hrltisb were liusy consolidating 
. Ibe positions they bad won along Ibe 
llindenbiirg line from .\rras to Itulle- 
court and repelling Ibe repeated and 
Nigorons counter-uttiicks of Ibe (Jer- 
miins. Von llindenbiirg was |irodlgul 
in the Use of Ibe fresh Irooiis bioiigbt 
from the Hnssiun front, but in every 
important insiance bis attempts to re- 
gain lost ground was fruitless, and tlie 
slaligbter was terrilde. 

Ill reply to the Italian push toward 
Trieste the .^ustrlans began a viobnit 
coiiiiter-olTetislve in the Treiiliiio, tem- 
porarily gaining some ground from 
wbicb they were driven later. Tlie ad- 
vamv on Trieste slackened someMlml 
during the ttrst part of the week, but 
tills was only to gather fori'e, for on 
'I'linrsday (ieiieriil ('adormi’s troops 
siuasbcd their way tliroiigb the Aus- 
trian lines on u wide front from L’us- 
lagnuviz/.a to tlie (lulf of Trieste. 
This front tiad been strongly foiitit-d 
by the Austrians and was considered 
liy theta almost liaiiregnable. Tlie 
I Italians took liie town of Jumiano, and 
captured it.UUU prisoners. Including 3iJU 
otiicers. Ten batteries of Itrillsli ar- 
tillery look ua ImiXirluut |iurt in ilte 
great buttle. 

0. 8- Helps in War on U-Boate. 

Tbe Hriilsb admiralty In its weekly 
reiKirt allowed big increases in the ar- 
rivals and sailings and decrease in the 
number of vessels suBk by sutnnurlnea, 
and gave ample credit to tbe .\mericun 
destroyers for this gratifying showing. 

Following closely on the admiralty 


re|iiirt came the annoiincemenl tliiit 
Iterimin .siihimirines laid stink the 
Hrilish tninspori Trnns.vlvitnla ami 
French sicitmer Sotilay, in the Medl- 
lerraneim wllli the loss of -l.-iS liven. 
Another vessel torpedoed was an nti- 
ntitned American sicnmer of 8,000 tons 
carrying a cargo for Switzerland. The 
Hrilish admit iln>y are comliating the 
I’-boais only with "hard work and In- 
linlle pains," lint .\merican Inveiilors 
are still hiisy. llndsoa Maxim said ho 
had iierfected a device that would 
make ships immiiiie from the stilima- 
rine |ierll. and Lewis II(*rzog, nn artist, 
was said to have devised a method for 
painting vessels that greatly rednct'.s 
Iheir visibilily at sea. William Mar- 
coni, who caini' over wiib tbe Ittilian 
war missbiit. says tbe lialliins are now 
using a device with wbicb l.’l stibma- 
rlm-s wore deslroyed In tbe llrst three 
weeks tif its operation. 

Tlie lirst detnebimmt of Fnilert 
Stall's army enginei'rs reacbed I.ondon 
on Wednesday on Its way to l•’|•ilnce, 
'I’wo units of the American bospitul 
corp.s al.so arrived in Kngland. 

Doings in Congress. 

Tbe lionse of reiiresenlal i vt's on 
Wednesday passed Ibe greatest war 
la.x bill in the bistnry of any miilon. 
It carries a total of idioiit !i!l,87(MHK>,- 
000 ill all kinds of luxes. Tbe vole on 
tbe measure was .’5’.fl> to 70. There wtiii 
bitter opposition to many features of 
the bill, and many of those who liiially 
voted for It said they did so as a mut- 
ter of jiatriotism.

«'d by tbe pri'sideiit to be food adminis- 
tralor, said tbe bill sbonid imike It 
)iossible to eliminiite boarding, specnln- 
tion mid waslt' in distribution.

1. I’robiblls the bonrding or corner- 
ing of tbe necessaries of life.

awaiting us. The untutored foreigner 
who insults the flag IS NOT SO DES- 
PICABLE A CREATURE as the Am- 
erican who lives nn unworthy life be- 
neath the flag. 

“The final message is a call to 
Patriotism that is Christian. The 
trouble with our enemy In the present 
gigantic war is that patriotism over 
there has lacked the Christian spirit. 
What I am praying for, Is that Ameri- 
ca never will lose that Christian spirit 
through all this present crisis." 

The speaker, although largely of 
German blood was very pronounced In 
his allegiance to America.

Rev. Frank B. Cressy, a former pas- 
tor, and formerly chaplain of Reynolds 
Post 58, G. A. R., preached a strong 
patriotic sermon Sunday morning at 
the Baptist church, and the choir, un- 
der the leadership of Irving Hayden, 
furnished special music.

CLASSES IN CANNING. 

The school department of Wey- 
mouth is giving some practical help 
this year to women of the town who 
are interested in the canning of fruits 
and vegetables. Some weeks ago Miss 
H. Mildred Cowan, the domestic 
science teacher at the High school, 
was excused from her regular duties, 
and has attended the State Institute 
for spocial Instruction in the latest 
improved methods of canning. It Is 
the cold pack method that is recom- 
mended by the State as more econom- 
ical. 

Two courses may be taken by ladies 
of Weymouth. One the lecture demon- 
stration, where the teacher does all 
the work and the class take notes. 
This will be at the High School build- 
ing. The other the unit system under 
State supervision, where ladies are re- 
quired to sign to attend two lessons 
per week of two hours’ each. 

One unit has been filled which will 
train for teachers, that they may in- 
struct the children enrolled In clubs 
by Miss Brassll during the summer. 
This unit M’ill meet Monday after- 
noons and Tuesday evenings. 

In the Ward Three unit 26 Momcn 
are enrolled who will meet Thursday 
afternoons at 2.30 at the High school 
building, and began this M’cek.

DOES AWAY WITH SIGNBOARDS 

Illinois Highway Commission Orders | 
Removal of Unsightly Advertising | 
Along State-Aid Roads. 

In the lu'llcf that ungainly and un- 
sightly signs of an advertising nature 
along imlilic highways mar tlie bemuty 
of the road Itself and of the contiguous 
landscape, the Illinois hlgliway com- 
mission has directed that all such ad- 
vertising signs be removed from along 
all state-aid roads. 

The order came in a letter directed 
from Chief State Highway Engineer W. 

, W. Miirr for the commission to nil ad- 
vertisers. Ollier conmiunlcatlons songlit 
the co-operation of county hlgliway su- 
perintendents and through tliem to 
townsliip officials as well, to tlie end 
that the antisign campaign may be car- 
ried to a lieneficlal conclusion. 

The state highway commission de- 
sires first of all, of course, to conserve 
the Interests of the stufe-ald roads. 
Tlie iiliiclng of signs has tiecome sucli 
a universal practice timt It has come 
to amount to nothing li'ss timn ti nui- 
sance, in tlie opinion of tlie commis- 
sion. Moreover, tlie commission lie- 
lleves siK-li staring objects as tlie ma- 
jority of slgnlioiirds of today do not 
really advertise; that, in many in- 
stances, tliey repel instead of attract 
the favor of travelers. 

Tlie order is expected to help liring 
Illinois’ chain of stale-aid roads up to 
tlie top notcli of taste and natural 
beauty. 

Protecting Newly Set Plants. 

Ni'wly set plants should he jirotect- 
od for a day or two from tlie sun, and 
tlie protection sliould he continued till 
It is evident tlie iilaiits are getting a 
iiolil on tlie soil and securing a supply 
of soli wafer. If tills is tlone, tlie new- 
ly S('t plains will generally live and 
thrive ufterwurd. Tlie only time wlien 
jirotectlon is not needed is wlien tlie 
settliig-out is done just nt the begin- 
ning of 11 wet siiell, wliieli, of eoiirse. 
Is a desirulile time for transplanting. 
One nurseryman says tliat lie trans- 
plants at any time tlirough tlie spring 
or summer, wlienever he can be sure 
lie is to he favored by three or four 
days of ruin or mist. However, every 
spring In a grc'iit many plants are lost 
by not having protection from the sun 
or by not liuvlng the protection con- 
tinued till tlie plants cun live without 
It. 

Adjoining Towns Should Co-Operate. 

No growing town cun afford to stop 
pliiiiiiliig at its corporate limits, for 
Just outside tlio.se limits streets are 
I being laid out and buildings erected 
! contrary to the city’s Interest. A llt- 
, I tie co-oiieriillvi* plunniiig now would 
save tile spending of vast sums of 
money later to correct tlie trouliles. 
All tlie more is tills true where two 
or more towns are close togellier. 'J’lie 
I muiuul planning of tlie intervening 
I nreu is of great Imporluuee to cacti 
town. Wliere tliey touch each otlier 
if is sheer stuiildity for tliem not to 
I get together In plunniiig the ureas near 
their common boundaries.

BAIT CASTING LINES. 

My IVnr Buck: 

Many n fish, old scout, lins hern 
lost on tlio first thr(>o foci of tlio lino, 
not on acctniiU of tlio weakness of 
tho ciitlro lino, or poor quality, hut. 
solely from tho woar and fraying on 
tlio 011(1 of tlio liait casting lino duo to 
tlio friction on the guides and tlio imll 
of tho liuit In its start to tlio llsli. 
Tho wear Is far greater on tho first 
fow foot of tho lino tliaii any otlier 
part, and to bo sure of your llsli, you 
must bo sure of tho strength of tliat 
liasic imiT of your tacklo, tlio IIikd 
that lands ’em. Ono of tho big points 
to romember in tlio euro of tlio lino 
Is to tost it every now and thoii and 
break off a foot or two wlicii it sliowa 
wonknoss. The snapping of a good 
lino can be avoided by this little pre- 
caution. 

Soft Braid Versus Hard Braid. 

Tho only lino to be coirsidcrcti for 
hait casting is tho brnidoil silk, and 
of this kind wo have tho cholco ho- 
twccii tho hard and soft braided. Of 
tho former it can bo said it wears well 
and absorbs pructlcully no water, hut 
as a casting Ifiio it takes a back seat 
to tho soft braided affair. Owing to 
tlio ease with which tho soft braided 
lino slides from the reel, it makes tho 
host possible lino for casting, and you 
can thumb it all day without burning 
tlio thumb into tho quick, which is 
iiioro than you can say for tho hard 
braided. 

For general bait casting with plugs 
and artificials of the wobbler variety 
you should have a No. 5 line. Somo 
manufacturers lettering tlieir product 
make a G size which corresponds to 
tho No. 5. For tho lighter lures of 
the spoon, pork rind and minnow class 
let your selection bo a No. 6 or H 
size. 

Don’t Use a Rope. 

The big mistake of tho beginner, aa 
well as lots of sure-fire fishermen, old 
man, is to select a line that is too 
large and heavy. It is absolutely Im- 
poBsiblo to do accurate casting with 
a big, heavy, clumsy line, and at that 
it is entirely unnecessary. With the 
ordinary tacklo fow fishermen can put 
more than four or five pounds pull on 
the lino If the rod is used properly, 
and if it is not tho rod will "go" be- 
fore the line. 

I do not think It is necessary to 
use a lino of greater test strength lhau 
12 or 15 pounds for ordinary casting, 
unlosB, of course, your are casting 
for muskie, northern pike or pick- 
erel.' For general bass casting a 
15-pound test line will more than fill 
the bill and at the same time keep 
your line down to a size that will 
make your casting far easier than with 
tho heavier and more bulky line which 
piles up on your reel so quick that 
it fouls on the reel pillars and makes 
casting about as enjoyable as handling 
a towline on a tug. j 

Dry Your Line After Fishing, 

One of the simplest ways to put a 
good lino out of the game is to let it 
dry on tlie reel; do this a few times, 
Buck, and your line is n. g., no mut- 
ter what high quality goods you 
started with. In drying on a reel only 
tlio top layers of the line really dry; 
the balance molds and rots so as to 
bo in fine shape to break when you 
hook that big one. All of which points 
to the fact that you should reel out 
your line after each day's fishing, hang- 
ing it between two convenient trees 
and let it dry out thoroughly be- 
fore putting it to bed. Don't let it 
lie along the ground or dry out in tho 
sun, and with tho above care you will 
u(l(l 100 per cent to Us life. 

Another way to put a good casting 
line on the hummer is to use it for 
trolling. No matter bow many swiv- 
els you have on your line while troll- 
ing, it will become so twisted tlip.t 
casting with it will become a "world's 
Kcrles” of Imck luslies. Wlien you 
think it's time to use a new line for 
casting, shoot the old one into the 
trolling department, and die happy 
casting the new one. 

Easy to Waterproof a Lin*. 

To avoid soaking up too much water 
in your casting line, which makes it 
heavy, you can waterproof it by satu- 
I rating it in a solution of vaseline and 
liglit oil. You cun uiqily (lie oil 
ciilier hy ruhhlng it into tlie line 
witli a \i cll-souked cloili or uiqily 
it ill liulk liy hcutiiig tlie oil 
(not boiling) and soaking the entire 
line at once. If you oil the line while 
still oil the original spool let it soak 
about 20 to 3U minutes; if you have 
I the line wrapped loosely on a stick 
much shorter time, about ten min- 
j utes, will do the trick, lu either 
I case w ipe off all the surplus oil. 

! This will not only waterproof your 
I line, but will make it pliant and 
tlexible and the lubricant will reduce 
the friction on tlie guides, saving weai’ 
on tbe line and aid it in running 
smoothly and easily under tbe thumb.

Wbal tke Refricerator Mmbi. I 

with the advent of every summer, the ' 
care with which the health of the baby I* I 
guarded during the hot month* I* conald. | 
ered more Important hy every mother. 
No pains are spare*! to prevent disease ] 
from reaching the susceptible infant, es- 1 
peclally In cities where sickness spread* 
so rapidly. 

It Is now a matter of common practice 
that baby’s bath must be warmed to 
exactly the right degree, that Aottles must 
be washed In boiled water, that food must 
he properly cooketl In sterilized ntenslls, 
and served at just the proper temperature. 
Yet frequently one of the moat Important 
things Is overlooked— the place where the 
baby's milk and food Is kept. 

A great many cases of Infant mortality 
can be traced directly to a cheap, germ- 
breeding Ice box. Germs and bacteria arc 
tnflnitesmally small. They nec<1 only a 
scratch or crevice in which to breed. The 
majority of refrigerators are made with 
scams and corner*, or at best coated with 
paint that Is easily scratched. Grease, 
deposits from the fume* of food, and 
dirt settle In the corners aud cracks, and 
unfortunately provide excellent breeding 
place* fur germ*. 

The adult Is not so easily airected by 
germs. He has the power to resist them 
— although even for him they may prove 
dangerous. But to the helpless hahe bac- 
teria are a positive menace— often threat- 
ening its very life. 

For the welfare of the child, it is nec- 
essary that the refrigerator should be of 
most modern coostruetton like those sold 
by Kincalde. The best kind of refrlgera- 
tjr has a oncpiecc, scratchless, seamless 
porcelain lining that is brought clear a- 
round the door frame, so that when the 
door(wh Ichls also covered with porcelain) 
Is closed there is no seam anywhere for 
the collection of dirt and germs. Such a 
refrigerator, having rounded corners and 
no seams, is easily cleaned in a few min- 
utes — especially If the shelves, ice rack 
and drain pipe are removable. 

Moreover, the refrigerator should he 
well insulated to prevent the entrance of 
heat or the escape of the cold air. The 
majority of Ice boxes are simply boxes 
made to hold .50, 7.5 6r 100 pounds of Ice 
They are cheaply insulated and construct- 
ed. The iusulatiOD becomes damp, causes 
the wood to warp and the doors to haug 
loosely. The warm air gets In and raises 
the temperature in the box. 

A good refrigerator should maintain a 
temperature below 50 degrees even on the 
hottest days, because bacteria, the cause 
of the deconaposition of food, breeds ra* 
pidly in a temperature above 50 degrees. 
Some of the modern refrigerators have 
as many as ten walls to keep out heat, 
with automatlc,airtight locks on the door,. 
They always maintain a low enough tem- 
perature to prevent the growth of bacte- 
ria. 

Mothers who have the welfare of their 
babes at heart are rapidly getting rid of 
the old fashioned ice boxes aud replneing 
them with refrigerators of most moilern 
construction.

Our Tarria Roads. 

The new Netco oil distributor pur- 
chased by the Street department has been 
in operation for the past two weeks. This 
truck has exceeded expectations In ability 
to apply tarvia and is proving a great 
saving In the cost of our oiling. One day 
Snpt. Johnson put on f.lO.O gallons in 
seven hours. This would have cost ns 
8*17 r>0 had the town hired it done, as the 
Barrett Company charge U cents a gallon 
for applying. Our cost figuring every- 
thing, would not exceed 817. hO, showing 
a saving of 8'>0 for seven hours work. 

This truck will easily save 81000 on 
oiling this year and when through oiling 
the department has a dump body to put 
on aud will use it for hauling crushed 
stone and gravel. 

The cost of the truck including dump 
body, and power hoist was fJ.COO, made 
lu Fitchburg by the New England Truck 
Company. 

Relative to screening the gravel In, the 
pit instead of raking the stone off. Supt. 
Johnson says that it is much cheaper to 
rake off the stone, than it is to screen, al- 
though he does use a 1 j inch screen in 
m^st cases. 

The Idea is to get as much gravel work- 
id into the tar as posslbk, as it makes a 
much better wearing surface. In some 
cases it has been impossible to get the 
stones raked off as soon as desired. This 
much Is sure, that travelers in Wey- 
mouth are better off with rather coarse 
gravel, than they are in Braintree where 
they use little of nothing to cover the tar.

Cucumber Cream Sauce for Fish.— 
Whip one cuiifnl of eri-ani until stiff, 
add a tablesponnful of vim-gar, salt 
nnd paprika to taste and continue beat- 
ing. When stiff enough to hidd its 
shape fold In one pared and chopped 
cueumber. 

Hollandaise Sauce for Fish. — Wash 
R half ciuiful of butter in cold water, 
using a wooden spoon to press out tbe 
water. I’ut one-third of the butter In 
R double broiler with the yolks of two 
eggs and a tablespoonful of lemon 
Juice. Place tbe saucepan over hot 
water and beat constantly until the 
butter Is melted; then antdher third 
of tbe Initter, beating as before; ns it 
thickens add the last third with the 
salt and seasonings needed. 

Onion Cream Sauce for Meat. — Make 
a rich white sauce and add a cupful 
of boiled unions chopped hue, season 
well with salt and pep^M*r and serve 
witli veal, mutton or poultry. 

Pressed Veal — Cook together three 
pounils of veal, one onion sliced, two 
stalks of <liced celery, one tablespoon- 
fnl of sugar, one and a half tablesiaion- 
fuls of Worcestershire sauce, two 
tnbli*sp«ionfuls of tomato catehiip, two 
toaspnonfiils of salt. Half a cupful of 
miiic<‘d muslii-ooms are added to the 
meat after It Is cooked ami chopped. 
Moisten with enough of tlie meat stock 
to mold, then pack into a bowl and 
cover with a plate.

We liave liegun to take courage 
again at the price of eggs anti to see 
times wlitui a n 
oimdet will nut 
cause ruin to the 
family iinanci‘s. 

A small omelet 
Is easier t<j pr«'pare 
and altogether 
more satisfactory 
than o n e iniide 
with eight to ten 
eggs unless they are cooked as small 
omelets, for too large a one is apt to 
be tough and eltlier under or over- 
done. Four eggs makes a good-sized 
omelet to he successful. 

Italian Cheete Omelet. — Separate 

whites and yolks of tliree eggs, add 

tltree tablespoonfuls of water, a pinch 
of salt and a dash of peftper to the 
yolks, heating well. Wlilp tlie whites 
until llgiit and stiff but nut dry, stir 
in the yolks lightly and put into a 
hot buttered omelet pun. Wiieu ready 
to fold sprinkle thickly with u wcdl 
flavored cheese, fold in lialf and place 
in H hut oven after sprinkling with 
clieese. Iteinove wlien rtie t iieese is 
melted and sprinkle wltli tiuely minced 
parsley. 

Celery Omelet. — Beat the yolks of 
two eggs, add two tablespoonfuls of 
cseuiu, two of cliopped celery, and salt 
and |>epper to season. Fold in the 
well beaten whiles of liie eggs, cook 
In a iiot buttered imu until lightly 
lirowued underneutli. liien ]>luce in tlie 
oven to tiiiisli on tu|i. Fold and turn 
out ou a iutt platter. A ricli white 
sauce may he served wiili tills, niukiug 
a most satisfactory lunclieou disli. 

Bread Omelet. — T«.a cupful of liread 
crumbs add one cupful t>f cieum or 
rich milk, one lublespoonful of liutter 
a little nutmeg and suit uud pepper 
to taste. Wlieii tlie cruujhs have ub- 
sorhi-d the cream add lliree well iieat- 
en eggs and fry lu a %vell buttered pan. 

Jelly Omelet — Heat the yolks ot 
tliree eggs, add a fourtli of a cui>ful of 
sagar, two tuhlesjMXtiiAuls of milk, une- 
fuurtii of a teasfioonful of huking |>ow- 
der mixed with one-iiulf lublespoonful

MORE GOOD THINGS FOR THE 
TABLE. 

Some of these dishes iniiy find favor, 
lidding variety to the diet and furnish- 
ing new conihina- 
Hons. 

Chili Stew. — Cnt 
in small pieces, or 
grind, one and n 
half pounds of 
round steak. Add 
to it one and a half 
tnhlesjtoonfuls each 
of olive oil and 
butler, add six tablespoonfuls of 
chopped onion nnd one clove of garlic, 
fry mil 11 n light hrown color. Adil 
one and ii half talih*s|)oonfiils of wor- 
cest(*»sldre sauce, and three lahlesiioon- 
fnls of ehlll iiowder, stirring well. Hour 
in enough hot water to cover the bottom 
of the frying pan and cook with the 
meal l.M mimiB'S, then add three <-up- 
fnls of tomato. Blend one and a half 
tablespoonfuls of flour with some of 
the tomato Juice, add to tlie stew and 
jdace In a casserole to cook well cov- 
ered for an hour. Serve with rice or 
noodles. , 

Spring Salad. — Mix together three 
eupfuKs of finely shrediled cahhiige, 
Iniif a euitfnl of diced apple*, one- 
fonrlh of a cupful of diced celery, one 
cupful of grated pineapple, all mols- 
leiied with hulled dressing and served 
on lettuce. 

Fish Souffle. — Make a white sauce 
of two talilcspoonfnis each of hntt»’r 
and Hour; when well blended add a cup- 
ful and a half of milk, cook until 
smooth and add to this a tciispoon- 
ful of grated onion, a tiihlcspoonfnl 
of mlnccd parsley, and a large can of 
fish flakes which should he picked 
apart with a fork. Beat three egg 
yolks until light, add to this mixture 
and then fold In tlie stlflly beaten 
wliUea. Bake in a buttered dlsIi until 
flrm in the center, tlien serve at once 
witli tomato sance. 

Fried Chicken de Luxe. — Sift a 
fourth «if a teaspoonfnl of baking pow- 
der Into the flour in which the chick- 
en is rolled before frying. Bent one 
egg, add cruiniis and linking powder, 
b(>ating well ; then dip veal or any 
meat to he breaded in this mixture, 
frying as usual. This meniod gives 
u richer crumbing than simply egg 
with crumbs.

GOOD THINGS WORTH TRYING. 

There is so little variety used In the 
preparation of tongue, tliat this recipe 
' may appeal to the one 

wlio is fond of cliange. 

Tongue With Blackber- 
ry Jelly. — Cook a fresli 
tongue until very tender 
in water containing a 
teaspoonful tif m i x e d 
pickle-spice, one or two 
liny leaves in addition to 
those in the package, and 
a few dry celery tips. 
I When very tender, re- 

j move the skin, trim off the root end 
and stick the meat with a few cloves. 

I IMace in a buttered baking dish, dust 
i with suit and pour over a glass of 
j hlackherry Jelly or Jam, a cupful <if 
I raisins that liave lieen softened in 
! the Juice of a lemon and cooked un- 
til tender In a cupful of water. Baste 
often and hake >0 minutes. Serve hut' 
or eold. 

Kidney Beans With Oxtails Soak 

two and half cupfuls of kidney beans 
overnight. In tin* morning rinse 
tiuironghly and pul Into a large kettle 
or .saucepan with two tuldespounfuls 
of sugar, a tublespounful of suit, a 
fourth of a teaspoouful of soda, two 
large onions chopped, u liiird of a 
teaspoonful of pepper, and a quart can 
of tomatoes. Boll 80 minutes and 
then add two oxtails well cleaned and 
cut up. Sluimer fur four hours. This 
dish will serve a large faiully. 

A half cupful of cliopped, freshly 
roasted peanuts added to creuiiied po- 
tatoes, Just us they are ready to serve, 
makes a new dish of creamed pota- 
toes. A few peanuts uddt'd to a pota- 
to salad improves tliut also. 

Cream Orange Sherbet — Boil to- 
getlier tliree cupfuls of water, two 
cupfuls of sugar and a little yellow 
from the rind of an orange for llvr 
minutes. Beiiiove the rind and chill, 
then add a half cupful each of lemon 
and orange Juice; freeze sllglitly, turn 
in a cupful of creutu or rich milk uud 
linisli fr«*ezing. 

Orange Biscuit. — Make siuull dainty 
biscuit Iroiii rich baking powder hie- 
: cult dough, (irate the rlinl from an 
orange and press out the Juice. Idp 
us niuiiy lumps of sugar In the orange 
Juice us there are biscuit and plunge 
' eucli luiuj* into the center of eu* li Ids- 
I eult. si>riukle with the grated rind 
and iiuke lu a hot oven. Serve hot or 
cold.

Brohiihly 
the answer lies closer home than most 
of us Imagine. The first thing we 
women must team Is — to not he terrl- 
fled. Some* of tlioae wlio are dear to 
n.s— dearer than life, pi'rliaiis — must 
follow tlie flag. We must scliool oiir- 
selxes to III* willing to sei* tliem go anil 
acquit ourselves as beseems ilrst-class 
women. Tliero is no use shaking lianiis 
with tronide until we meet It, but if 
we must meet It, let us meet It bravely. 
Tlie women of France liave made a 
glorious record for tlieinselves and we 
shall not he less courageous. 

We can conserve food and clotliing 
against llie time of need. Every lioiise- 
wlfe who saves foodstuffs and elliiil- 
nates all waste in her own household 
is doing a patriotic duty, and there- 
fore it is notliing less than ill-bred to 
tolerate waste at tills time — or any 
other*tlnie, for that mutter. In rural 
eoiiiinunities women cun preserve and 
cun and dry more food for use next 
winter tlian ever before, and something 
in excess of the needs of their own 
families.

wlien the times conies, and tiiat suh- 
stuntiul garments are not he thrown 
away sinijily because fashions elMinge. 
Now is the lime to be frugal— lu order 
to he generous. Who knows what the 
fate of France would he hut fur the 
frugality of its people?

Grain prlcea are the higheat In the na- ' 
tlon’a hlatory and today the agricnl- | 
twal field* of America offer Induce- 
ment* that are unequnled In any other 
line of commerce or bualneaa. The 
Ideal life la that close to nature, en- 
joying the freedom of God’s great out- 
doors and fulfilling a duty to human- 
ity by producing from a fertile soil 
that which Is essential to tho very ex- 
istence of a less fortunate people who 
are actually starving to death for food- 
stuff* that can be produced so eco- 
nomically In the United States and 
Canada. 

High prices for all grains, undoubt- 
edly, will be maintained for a number 
of years, and It appears a certainty 
that the agriculturist will reap a 
bounteous return for his labor and at 
the same time carry out the demands 
of patilotlc cltixenshJp. A wrong con- 
ception has been generally noticed as 
to “Life on the Farm." It has been, 
to a large extent, considered ns only 
a place to live peacefully and alTord a 
living for those who are satisfied with 
merely a comfortable existence. Such 
a arrong Impression has been created. 
In a measure, by the lack of systema- 
tic business principles to farming In 
general. Hut today fanning end agri- 
culture have been given a supremacy 
In the business world nn<l require the 
same advanced methods ns any other 
line of eoinnierce. In no other busi- 
ness does a system adoption pay bet- 
ter than on the farm, an<l It la certain 
that there is no other line of work, 
that, generally speaking, needs It as 
much. The old idea of getting a living 
off the farm and not knowing how It 
was nuide and following up the details 
of each branch of fanning to get the 
maximum of profit, at the least ex- 
pense. in fast being done away with. 

Farming Is now being considered as 
* business and a living is not sufficient 
for the modem agriculturist; * small 
per cent on the investment I* not 
enough, the present-day farmer must 
have a percentage return equal to that 
of other lines of business. The prices 
for produce are high enough, but the 
cost of producing has been the factor. 
In many places, that has reduced the 
profit. It Is the application of a sys- 
tem to the cost of various work on the 
farm that It is possible to give figures 
on profits made in grain-growing In 
Western Canada.

Thursday morning papers, in big 
scare bead type, announced ‘‘Regis* 
tration totals generally below esti- 
mates.'* But Weymouth was an ex- 
ception, for Director Gettcmy, the 
Massachusetts director of Regis- 
tration, in his advance estimate, put 
Weymouth’s total at 1029, and our 
grand total went to 1157, or 128 in 
excess. 

Weymouth’s total was larger than 
Plymouth, Melrose, Adams, Clinton, 
Hndson, Methuen, Natick, North 
Attleboro, Palmer, Weltster, Wake- 
field, Winthrop and several other 
large towns. 

Precinct One at North Weymouth 
led the Weymouth precincts being 42 
ahead of Precinct Six at East Wey- 
mouth. Precinct Three was third. 

•Some will be surprised to learn 
that Precinct One has more alien 
young men between the ages of 21 
and 31, than any other precinct in 
Weymouth. While Precinct One has 
51, there are only 5 in Precinct 
Five. 

Because of complications in the 
returns in Precinct One, the Gazette 
is unable to give the registration by 
ages in that precinct or in the town 
as a whole. However, there are 
about 100 of each year in Weymouih. 

Another classiticatiou was made 
by the local Itoard which shows that 
607 claimeii no exemption, that 486 
had dependents, that 34 had a phy- 
sical* disability, that 5 were totally 
disabled while t)uly one claimed to 
)>e in a “legislative, judicial or ex- 
ecutive position in the government.”

The Weymouth Board of Regis- 
tration has received from Director 
Gettemy a notice dated June 5, that 
it is desired for the next few days to 
pursue a liberal policy in the regis- 
tration of persons who for any reason 
did not register on Registration day. 
So that Registration will be continued 
in Weymouth for a few days. 

At Rcfistration Booths 

The editor of the Gazette made a 
tour of the Registration booths, but 
found little to record. Most of the 
young men attended to their duties 
soberly and rjuietly. Several how-^ 
ever smiled when handed the little 
blue card which they wWl always 
prize, as it will identify them for 
some years to come, as among those 
to register to be ready at the call 
of the country. 

In precinct 1 the oHlcers were 
quite busy during the first hour. The 
regularly appointed olHcers Messrs 
Torrey, Condon, Day and Strang 
had the assistance of J. Herbert 
Libbey and Edwin R. Sampson. A 
large number whose names were not 
upon the printetl list, came forward 
and registered. 

In precinct 2 the first to register 
personally was Philip Miller of Com- 
mercial street.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
THE PAST WEEK 

America Is Preparing. Without 
Panicky Haste, for War of 
Several Years.

SUPPLY COMMISSION FOR KiL 


Governmerkt Suppreaaea Agitatora 
Againat Conacription — Military Sit- 
uation in Ruaaia Improved — Ital- 
iana Steadily Puahing Toward 

Trieate — Plana for Organia- 
ing Farm Labor in U. S.

The I’nltcd Sliitcs iinticipiitcs from 
three to five more years of war, and is 
preparing for It on u tremendous scale, 
hasing its plans on the Idea that de- 
feat of the eentral imwers will de- 
jiend largely on America. France and 
Knglaiui are counted on to liuld the 
Germans hack on the west front, while 
Italy keeps the Austrians busy in the 
Trieste and Trentlno regions, until the 
•United Stales can ndse, equlj) and 
train its immense Nntlonur army. 
Though a hundred thousand <ir mure 
Americans will he on the lighting front 
this year. It Is not expected that our 
arndes will appear there in great 
strength before IhlS. This much of 
its plans the government allowed to he 
known last week. I'resident Wilson, 
It was said, exjiects to .send a million 
men to France next year and another 
million the following year If neces- 
sary. 

Instead of panicky haste, careful 
consideration Is governing the move- 
ments of the government. To eo-ordl- 
nate the neetls of the allies and fur- 
nish the etiorinous (juaptities of muni- 
tions and other supplies they must 
have Is perhaps the most pressing 
prohleni, and during the week the cab- 
inet discussi'd the creation of the vast 
machinery for the purchase of sup- 
plies aggregating $lrt,000.(N)0,(KX) u year 
and their distribution t(» the various 
countries. This It is pluntied, is to bo 
controlled by a cuininisslon, rather 
than by one man, atid such Is tlie ad- 
vice of liernard Baruch, who had been 
suggested for the position. The war 
commissions of Great Britain and 
France furniully agreed to the creation 
of such II coiiiiiiisshm, and tlie Itullun 
commissioners, now In tills country, 
doubtless will assent. Ineidentally, 
Italy wutits to borrow several hundred 
millions from the United States. 

Preparing for Registration. 

Preparations for the registration on 
June of all men between the ages 
of twenty-one ami thirty for service 
in the National army went forward 
I rapidly throughout the couutry, and, 
with a blush of shuiiie lie it said, 
schemes were sprung in many locali- 
ties to defeat the success of the army 
I law and to tight against runscriptton. 
In Texas and West Virginia organiza- 
tions for lids purpose were uncovered, 
and In those states and many other 
jilaces arrests were made by the secret 
service men. Federal otticers every- 
where were Instructed to keep close 
watch over meetiugs at which there 
iiiiglit be agitatioti against registra- 
tion and to arrest the speakers. In 
some Instances it was shown beyond 
I doubt that Germuu lutlueiices and Ger- 
I mail money were behind the demon- 
strations. 

Uhleago, New York and other cities 
were the scene of iiieelltigs of Soeiul- 
Ists, paeliisis, eonscietiiious objectors 
and other Intentional or uuinteniioaal 
aids of the kaiser. These gutheritigs 
voiced the demand that the United 
States governtuetit at once announce 
Its war alms iu dehuite aud coticrete 
I terms and make |>eace as soou us those 
! alms are achieved. The Socialists, ac- 
cording to their Uaders. are concerned 
chleTiy in spreading their doctrines 
throughout tile world utid see iu the 
war a tine >>p|>ori unity to accomplish 
this. As for the cotisclentious objec- 
lur.-.. one may well quote i'olouel 
Uuo.sevelt's idirase Iu bis Memorial 
l>uy address: *Tf uuy muu Is too cou- 
scleutious to hght he ought to take 


his conscience out and look at It, for 
Jt Is certainly sick." 

As registration day approaidied the 
number of cowards fleeing the couti- 
Iry to avoid the draft Increii.sed. A 
great many crossed the borders Info 
Mexico and ('amida. and conshlernhle 
nninhers went to (.’uba. .All decent 
citizens Join in the hope that llie.se 
••reiitures will tiever have the Itnpu- 
(lonce lo return to the United Slates. 

President Wilson, loath to abandon 
entirely the volunteer system, on Tues- 
day Issued an urgent cull for KKl.OOO 
more volunteers to bring the regular 
army up to full strength. 

Wljat Is Doing in Russia. 

Developments of the week Iti Itus- 
sia were both encouraging nnd dis- 
couraging. Admittedly, the fate of 
that new republic Is lu the hands of 
Kerensky and he has taken a linn 
stand in the mutter of restoring dls- 
cliiline In the army. The soldiers .seem 
willing to .submit, nml are giving cvl- 
(lenee of a renewed iiilentioii to eou- 
tliiiie the tight against the central pow- 
ers. They have been heartened for 
this hy the injiinctioiis nnd appeals of 
the councils of peasiint.s’ and work- 
nicii’s deputies and hy the exhortations 
of government ofliclals. This state of 
affairs is recognized hy Gerniuny In a 
statement that an early offensive by 
the ICussiuns Is expected. 

The most discouraging news from 
Itussia was contained in a stalenient 
hy Minister of Finance Sliingaroff that 
the industrial crisis Is so acute that 
only a mlniole can save the country 
from economic ruin. The demands of 
the workmen are so enormous that 
most of the industrial eiiterprl.ses 
working for the national defense will 
he compelled to close down before 
long. On top of this comes the formal 
demand of the troojj.s nt the front 
that they he supplied with enough mu- 
nitions to tight on an equal plane with 
the other helllgereiits. 

A hopeful note was sounded on 
Tuesduy hy Prof. Burls Bakhmetieff, 
the new Uussiun iimhassudor to the 
Unlterl States. Beaching Tokyo on 
his way to this country, he said : “I 
am Immen.sely satisfied with conditions 
in Itiissia, including Siheriu. I think 
the new regime is currying on the 
work of reurganizatiou successfully 
and will soon be able to launch an of- 
fensive against the enemy.” 

Itussia's olilcinl position seems ns 
annmolous us ever, for she still insists 
she will he faithful to her allies, and 
In the same breath demands that peace 
he made on terms that cannot con- 
ceivably he accepted hy those allies. 

President Sends Note to Russia. 

President Wilson lust week dis- 
patched a note to Itussia’s |)rovislunul 
government designed to pave the way 
for the Boot conmdssion and to give 
Itussia an idea of the war alms of the 
Uidted States. He set forth that 
Americu is In the war to “muke the 
world safe for demoeracy,” and that 
It seeks "no indemnities for ourselves, 
no materiul compensutiou for the suc- 
rithes we shall freely make,” hut 
makes It clear that there must be lii- 
deninlty for innocent iiutioas laid lu 
ruins, like Belgium. 

Maxim thtrky, the noted author, pub- 
lishes In his paper a sensutiunul ac- 
count of an attempt hy I>. Bizow, Bul- 
guriun minister to Berlin, to induce 
him lo enter into *negutiutluiis for a 
separate jteuce. Bizow’s proiM).sltlou 
was that Itussia conclude an immedi- 
ate urmlstiee with Germany and Aus- 
tria, both belligerents retaining their 
present fronts, and a Itussiuu constitu- 
ent us.sembly meet at ouce to decide 
on peace or war. 

Tlie Socialist party of France last 
week ilecided to send delegates to tlie 
Stockholm conference, hut the rejoic- 
ing of ilie Teutons over tills Is not 
Justiiied, for it appears tlie Frenclimeu 
concluded it would not he safe to 
leave the Bussiau Socialists alone with 
the Germuu delegates. The German 
and Austrian Socialists set forth their 
peace program, a program which lulgiit 
well be uceeptable to tile two emperors 
who liave given up iiopes of erushiug 
their enemies. Austria is still liuuker- 
ing for |>euce at almost any price, and 
tlie kaiser's control over the dual moa- 
arcliy was weakened by the ap|>oliit- 
meiit of Count Julius Aiidrussy as pre- 
mier of lluugary to succeed Tisza. 

Italians Movt Toward Trieste. 

The Italians and Austrians did most 
of the actual tightlug lust week. Cu- 
durua's men pressed on further toward 
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Trieste, though the forward move- 
ment slackened eonsUleriihly anil much 
of the lime was given lo eoiisolhlating 
the positions already won, and heating 
off the liirions coiinter-nssniills of the 
Austrians. The Itniians caiiinred Sun 
ftloviiiinl. one of the key defenses of 
Trieste, and It was reported that all 
iioncoinhatants had hen ordered to 
leave the latter city, indicating that 
the Austrians <lhl not hope to hold jios- 
sesslon of it much longer. The evident 
plan of the Italians was to move on 
Trieste along the const of the Adrhitlc, 
avoiding the n\ountuinoiis conniry far- 
ther north and obtaining the nid of 
British warships. Northeast of Gor- 
Itz tile Italians made some further 
progress. The achievements of the 
Italian soldiers In this offensive are 
tnily^ Wonderful, when the nature of 
tlie country nnd the strength of the 
opposition are considered, and llieir 
brawny and high spirit are unsur- 
pa.S8ed. 

In France tliere was violent artil- 
lery firing through Ilie week, and the 
combats in tlie iiir were nunierons and 
spectncular. Again the nllled nirinen 
demonstrated their superiority over 
those of the fiennan army. The Brit- 
ish aviators have been especially ac- 
tive, and In night flights imve dropped 
many tons of explosives on military 
estatilishnients of the enemy far hack 
of the linos. 

The lull In the iicilvity of other 
arms on the west front was taken to 
presage aiiotlier liig offensive, nnd rlils 
time It is predicted limt the Germans 
are preparing a tretnendous effort to 
smash France before Ainerlcuu troops 
can helj) her. 

Another marked decrease In the 
numlier of Britisli ships sunk hy sub- 
marines Is noted in the weekly admir- 
alty report. Among the vessels lost 
were a hospital ship and an armored 
cruiser. Si>nln nnd Norway were far- 
ther aggravateil liy the sinking of more 
of their vessels. 

The Brazilian chnniher of deputies 
nuthorlzed tlie revocnilon of the de- 
cree of neutrality, and the senate fol- 
lowed tills up hy niithorizing an alli- 
ance of Brazil with “otlier states to 
defend the .\merieiin republics against 
the world.” 

To Organize Farm Labor. 

The department of agriculture an- 
nounced the goveriiinCnt’s detailed 
plan for the organization of farm la- 
lior. The work already has been 
started In 40 states. The plan pro- 
vides for strictly local handling of all 
laltor prolileins tliat can lie adjusted 
locally. The fuiidatnental unit of the 
organization is the ‘‘eoinniniiity man” 
wlui, with the assistance of such com- 
mittees as he may appoint, canvasses 
Ills own iielglihorliood, finds out what 
fnrmi'rs need help and what men are 
uvailahle for supplying the local need. 

If. after all local adjustments liavo 
hcfii made, there remains either a 
deticit or a surplus of liihor, lie reports 
to tlie "county man,” whose liusiness 
It is to effect adjustments in Ills eoiin- 
ty. The county inati. In turn, reports 
nnd deticit of surplus to tlie “state 
imin,” who cuiivasses the situiitinn for 
the slate as a whole and reports to 
the depantaent of agrlimlture. 

'I'he tlnunce committee of the senate 
spent the week In revanipliig the war 
revenue hill. In the house the food 
survey hill, the lesser of tlie govern- 
ment’s two food measures, was passed.

were forced to labor.

Fort Leavenworth, 
Barracks 219, 
Signal Corps, Kansas. 

Dear Friends: — Received your par- 
cel and It was certainly a great sur- 
prise to me. 1 had written a loiter 
yesterday and I received your parcel 
Sunday afternoon at one o’clock. I 
had come out from dinner when my 
name was called. The hat and sweat- 
er, and in fact every article is just 
the right size. 

I leave for Fort Sam Houston, Tex- 
as, tomorrow night (Monday) at 4 
o’clock, it will take three nights and 
two days and we expect to reach there 
sometime early Thursday morning.

Brockton fellows.

Pour into 
small wet molds lint'il ronml witb pa- 
lter ; decorate wftli whipped cream and 
liistacldo nuts. 

Fruit Salad. — Take a cupful of 
strawberries, one-lialf cupful of ript* 
rasplicrrlcs, half a cupful <if stoned 
cht'rrb's, three liamriias, onc-liiilf cup- 
ful of red currants, ouc-lialf cupful 
of wliilt* currants and two iabl(>spoon- 
fuls ol choppt*d coconut.

When serving, allow two slices of 
hrt'ad cut thin ; place oite slice on a 
hot iilalt*, S[iread a spoonful of the 
chicken mixture over It ami cover with 
a scconti 'slice, then dl)i a ladle of 
gravy tiver It. Servu with a gt*n(*rous 
portion of well-eooketl rice or mashed 
]ioiii;'es. tim* chicken cooked and 
served in this manner will serve l.'i 
pe(i|)le. 

Boiled Russian Dressing. — Take two- 
thirds of a cu|*ful of any kind of 
boib'd salad itressing, four tiiblespooii- 
fuls tif strained chill sauce, two table- 
spoonfuls of diecd piiiietitos, a half 
tablcspooiiful of chives cut in half-inch 
Iciiglhs, and a lablcspooiifiil of tarra- 
gon vinegar. Mix all tin* liigrcdlcnts 
and chill well; ilicn serve on lettuce. 

Egg Dish. — Melt a talilcspoonful’ of 
butter ill a baking dish, cover with 
criiiiibs and pour over a half a can of 
mock turtle sou|i diluted wltli a third 
of it ciii>ful of hot water, llreak live 
eggs very carefully over tin* loj*. 
Sprinkle with half a iCispoonful of 
salt, an eighth of a tcus,iooi)fiil of |ie|)- 
; per and a third of >> tcuspiioiiful of 
curry powilcr well iiilxi'd. Dot with 
' bits of butter and bake from I'J to 15 
{ minutes.

Farmers down Middlebofotigh wsT 
are not worried any longer about 
overproduction, for they learned that 
there isn't any such animal — not this 
year. As a consequence, they are 
planning to more than double their 
acreage in several of the staple 
crops. 

It came about this way. The sec- 
retary of the local food committee. 
Mr. Oscar F. Stetson, carefully gath- 
ered the figures covering several 
years on home consumption of staple 
products, and the amount of these 
brought In from outside the town. 

Potatoes afford a good example of 
the kind of fact he discovered. Of 
Ihe 16,668 bushels of potatoes used, 
12,608 bushels, or all but 24 per cent 
came from outside. 

When these figures were put before 
the farmers, their only fear about 
planting as extensively as they could 
was renqoved, for It was perfectly 
clear that there would be home con- 
sumption for more than they could 
hope to prouuce. Doubtless the same 
condition exists nearly everywhere 
In the state, for only 8 persons In 
100 are producers In Massachusetts; 
the other 92 are consumers. 

Overproduction la a bugaboo this 
year. Only something like a mirwcle 
can bring about large enough crops 
to run prices down near the losing 
point. Bucking kultur and making 
good money will go band' in hand.

MORE PIG Olf LESS CORN. ' 

That most pork has been raised on 
corn In the com belt, doesn’t prove 
that corn is the only good feed for 
hogs. In fact. It has distinct disad-

aa prollflcally as those fed a varied 
ration, and, for fattening an all-cora 
diet has become generally unprofit- 
able. 

Hogs eat a great deal, and eat 
promiscuously. They thrive best 
with pasture, grain crops, and nuts 
or roots to combine on their bill of 
fare. On this account, bog raising 
can he widely extended outside the 
com belt. 

"Ehrery * farm can support at least 
one pig,” declareft Prof. B. L. Qualfe, 
of the Agricultural College.” With 
extensive use of dairy by-products, 
roots, pasture and forage crops and 
table refuse, and with good care, onr 
state can follow Denmark, Holland 
and Scotland, countries that do not 
raise com, but are noted for an im- 
mense amount of fine pork. Produc- 
ing pork at horn# will halp us to 
bring home the Kaiser's bacon.”

“Forget It” is the urging of the na- 
tional department of agriculture to 
farmers who have scmples about 
breeding Immature sows and about 
breeding for fall litters.

"Under common-sense manage- 
ment fall litters are profitable. Hie 
earlier the Ilttera come, the cheaper 
their growth before pasturage ceases, 
hut litters dropped as late as the mid- 
dle of October will still have good 
opportunity to get ready to take care 
of themselves before hard winter aeta 
in. Breeding until near the close of 
June la therefore poaaibks.

Automobile Driver Should "Paste 
Them In His Hat," or. Better

A bag of soft flannel is best to keep 
Inner tubes In. Tie the modth of the 
bug around the projecting stem. 

When putting on nuts and bolts, it 
Is an excellent preventive of rust to 
rub on them u little graphite. When 
this is done, you have taken out an 
insurance policy against sticking nuts. 

It is not advi.suble to use ordinary 
paint on cylinder cnstiiig. A thick 
coat of paint will prevent radiation. 
A paint suitable for this use may he 
obtained at most automobile supply 
houses. 

Where rubber hose Is used to make 
connections In the water circulation 
pipes with u gasoline motor and lias 
bends In it. a good plan Is to re-enforce 
it by n brass coll spring which Is n 
good fit inside. This prevents any flat- 
tening nt the bend and cracking, re- 
sulting eventually in n leak. 

If the bulbs on the electric lights 
burn out quickly the source of cur- 
rent may be too high. If this is so, 
bulbs of greater voltage should be se- 
cured.

More than 10,000,000 men heiweeii 
lie ages of twenty-one and ililriy 
ears responded to the call of the iiu- 
loii oil Tuesday, .luiie 5, registration 
lay for the iiatioiial army. Thus the 
first step in the execution of Hie se- 
lective servli-e law was cimipleted with 
grutlfylng success and Hie preillctloiis 
of Hie Uermans and of the traitors In 
America who side with them Hint Hie 
registration would be u failure were 
proved false. 

That there would be opposition to 
ttie r(>glstraHoii was u foregone con- 
clusion, hut it was sporadic and on 
the whole was of no Importance. Such 
hostile dpuioiistnitloiis as there were 
generally took place lu stroughohls of 
the I. \V. W. ami Hie .Socialists and 
were pi-ompily sipielelied. 

Ketiiriis fniiii some slates were lie- 
low the esliiiuites of Hu* census hil- 
r<-au. lint in other slates those esH- 
mates were exi’eeded. A largt" pro- 
porHoii of Itiose registering claimed 
exempiiiiii, usually hecatise of i|e|ieud- 
eiil relatives, ami the war deparliiii'Ut 
olllclals. as a result, iiitlmaled itiat the 
rules goveniliig cxeuiplhm wouhl he 
tightened. 

The eiiiisiilerahle number of claims 
for exemptiou really does not iniaiii 
that so i.iaiiy ‘young Americans ilesire 
to avoid scM'vice. Such a coiicluslou 
would he most .unjust, for everywhere 
lliere were evideni'es of uuliouudeil pti- 
trlotlsm and loyalty, and tlie iiidiea- 
Hons of exemption claims arose mainly 
from the ms'cssary answers to i|Ui>s- 
tloiis that were merely slatisliciil.

Pershing Arrives In England.

Tlie naval collier .Iiiplfer, laden with 
grain ami other su|iplles for the I'er- 
stilrig army and escorted by American 
wurslii|>.s. arrivetl at u Fnmcli port ; 
a sf|uadroii of our warsliliis arrived 
at Kio de Janeiro. Mra/.il, presiimiihly 
to relieve the Itritlsh navy of the pa- 
t.'ol of the South Atlantic; ami more 
mispital nulls laiid«‘<l in KiiglumI amt 
proceeded to Fram'e. So much the 
government alloweil to lie known of 
the iiiovemciits of onr arnietl forces. 
Military expediein-y deiiiambsl Hie snii- 
pressioii of mui'li more InteresHng 
news. 

Preparations have been niuih* for the 
re<-eption of Aiiierh-uii troops in 
Fram’e. A numlier of bases have been 
organi/ed. I'ltiiips for infantry amt ar- 
tillery liiive lieeii laid out, ami uviution 
parks eslal>llslit‘<l. 

From France came the news of the 
exploit of the American steamship 
Sllvi-rshell whicli enconntereil an ene- 
my sulimuriiie in the Me<llterrtuiean. 
The two vessels fought for an hour 
ami a half, exchanging tiiuny sliots. 
and then one shell tired by the naval 
gunners on the Silvershell foumi Its 
mark and tiie U boat was Bent to the 
bottom. 

British Dffensive in Flanders. 

•kfter a smashing homhardmeut lust- 
ing three days, tlie Krltish hegau their 
exiiected offensive in Flumlers early 
Thursday luondiig with an explosion 
that »uB heard by Premier l.loyo 
George at NValtou Heath, l-FJ miles 
away. Nine miles of tierwan ikisIHoub 
^ oug the Yii'es-ArmeuAeres front 


were tilown Into the air by 20 charges 
of high explosives, totaling a million 
pounds. Instantly the Kiigllsluiien, 
Irishmen. Australians and New /eii- 
landers that make up the Hritlsli army 
In Ihdginm sprang forward In sncce.s- 
slve waves, and one of the fiercest 
hattles of Hie war was on. 

Tlie-attack was dlrei'ted at the Mo.s- 
slnes ridge, lietween Messinea ami 
Wylschiiete, where ever since October 
of 11)14 the Oeriinins had maintained 
themselves in a sharp salient that al- 
ways threatened Ypres, only three 
miles to the north. The morning rush 
resniled III the capture of Messliies 
anil WylscliiHUe amt the enemy’s de- 
fense systems on llie iiliie-mlle front, 
and later in Hie ilay iinoHier forward 
movement took the Itritlsh Into nnd 
Hiroiigh Hie village of Oosttaverne. 
The entire salient was straightened out 
and all the coniiter iittacks were re- 
pulsed. Any coiisideralile further ad- 
vance In this sector will Hireaten the 
Hernitiii hold on Mile, whicli is about 
five miles from Hit* nearest Itritlsh po- 
sition. Large nnmliers of prisoners 
already have been taken. 

The Germans must have known Hint 
Hie attack of Messines ridge was In- 
tended. for the preparatory homhard- 
meiit was terrific, and yet reports from 
prisoners Indicated that they actually 
were taken by surprise. 

Ill prepariitinii for the openitlons In 
Flanders Hie Itritlsh lleet co-operated 
with the land forces, sniijectiiig Os- 
leiid to severe bomhurdment. The 
Itritlsh air forces also were in nctiou, 
rejieatedly raiding the German bases 
at Zeelinigge, OstemI and Itruges. In 
retallatloii a squadron of German air- 
planes attackiMl till' Itritlsh naval base 
in tlie Medway, close to London, on 
Tiiesdny, hut was driven olf with Hie 
loss of eight linicliiii(‘S.

And now, you have asked me to 
reveal to you some of the secrets of 
I’otsdnm — secrets known to me by rea- 
son of iny oflicial position before the 
war. 

You nre persuading me to disclose 
Botue facts concerning the public and 
private life of the emperor, of my 
Imperial master, the crown prince, 
known In his intimate circles ns 
’’Willie,” and of the handsome hut long- 
suffering Cecil, duchess of Mecklen- 
burg, who married him ten years ngo, 
and became known us "Cllll.” I’hew! 
I’oor woman ! She has experienced 
ten years of misery, domestic unhap- 
piness, by which she has become pre- 
maturely aged, deep-eyed, her coun- 
tenance at times when we talked wear- 
ing an almost tragic look. 

I A Strange, Inexplicable Affair. 

In the early days of 1912 I found 
myself, as the piTsonal adjutant of his 
Imperial highness the crown prince. In- 
volved in a very strange, even Inex- 
jilicable affair. 

The drama opened In the emi>eror'8 
Iinlu<e in Berlin on New Year's night, 
1912, when, us usual, a grand court re- 
ception was held. 

In the famous White salon, with Its 
ceilings gaudily embluxoned with the 
arms of the Hohenzollerns ns bur- 
graves, electors, kings, emperors, and 
what-not. Its walls of colored marble 
and gilded bronre. ami Its tine statues 
of the I’russluu rulers, we hud all as- 
sembled and were walling the entrance 
of the emperor. 

Of a sudden the tap of the churnher- 
luln's stick was heard thrice, the g«dd- 
und-v'hite d<M>rs instantly fell open, 
and the emperor, his decorations 
gleaming beneath the myriad lights, 
sudlingly entered with his waddling 
conBorr. the crown prince, and their 
brilliant suite. 

The Chute of the Kaiser’s Annoyance. 
All of US b«>wed low in houiage, but 


ed him. She was fair-haired, blue eyed, 
petite and prett.v. Her age was abopt 
twenty-five, and she was extremely 
good-looking. Beside her stood a big, 
fair-haired giant In the uniform of a 
captain of the First regiment of the 
Hussars of the Guard, of which the 
crown prince was colonel In chief. 

Within a quarter of an hour I dis- 
covered that the ofllcer was Count 
George von Leutenberg, and that his 
pretty wife, whom he had married two 
years before, was the eldest daughter 
of an English financier who had been 
created a baron by Great Britain’s 
rule-of-thumb politicians. 

An Interview With the Crown Prince.

Within a week, however, thanks to 
the Introduction of Hohensteln, I had 
dined at Count von Leutenberg’s pret- 
ty liouso in the Lennestrasse In a fine 
room, the long windows of which com- 
manded a delightful view over the 
Tiergurten and the Slegesalloe. 

The countess, extremely charming 
and refined, having the misfortune of 
being English, had not been taken up 
warmly by Berlin society. She was, 1 
found, a most delightful hostess. The 
party Included Laroqiie, the elegant 
first secretary of the French cmbus.sy, 
and his Parisian wife, together with 
Baron Hoffmann, the burly, round- 
faced minister of the Interior, and Doc- 
tor Paulssen, umler-secrotary at the 
colonial office.

“Well, Heltzendorff, and how are 
you proceeding In the Lennest rus.se, 
eh?” and he looked at me with those 
crafty eyes of his. "I hear Jou were at 
the house last night.” 

1 started. Was 1 being watched? 
It was (juile true that 1 hud culled on 
the previous evening, and, finding the 
countess alone, hud sat in her pretty 
(Iruwing-roum enjoying u long and de- 
lightful chut with her. 

"Yes. 1 called there,” I admitted. 
"The count is returning from London 
next vveek to lake his wife buck with 
him." 

A Visit From Count Zeppelin. 

The crown prince smiled mysterious- 
ly, and criticully examiui-d the curious 
stiuke ritig which he always wears 
ujsm the little fitiger of his left hand.

His imiM-riul highness, who hud, I 
knew, he»% lunching wlih the emperor 
at the Koulgliches Kchloss across the 
bridge, seemed unusually serious aud 
thoughtful. I'erhups the emperor hud 
uguln shown his anger ut his peccadil- 
loes, tu he did so frei^ueuily. 


"Connl.” he snhl, after a few seconds 
of silence, ihiring which 1 noted that 
npon his table lay a private letter from 
the German ambassador in London. 
"Yon will reeiill my eonversallon re- 
garding the Conntes.s von Leutenberg 
—eh ?” 

"I’erfeelly,” was my reply. 

"I told you that 1 should require 
you to Introduee me,” he said. ’’Well. 

I want you to do so this evening. She 
has taken a box at the Koidgllehe 
Opera tonight, where they nre to jday 
’FalstnlT.’ 1 shall he there, atid you 
will ho wllli me. Theti you will In- 
troduee me to your prelly frleiid. Un- 
derstand?” 

A Puzzling Sentence.

Why, 
sh(! is OIK* of the pn'ttlest women iu 
all Berlin I Surely It Is unfortunate — 
most unfortunate.” 

What was unfortunate? I was fur- 
ther puzzled l)y that last sentenee, yet 
I dart! not ask any explanation, and 
we went hack to our own box. 

After our return to the palace the 
crown prince, who was standing in one 
of the corridors talking with the slim, 
falr-halred Baroness von Wedel, one 
of his wife’s ladles-in-wuitlng, left her 
and beckoned me into an adjuiulug 
room. 

“I wish yon. Heltzendorff, to call 
upon the Uountess von Leutenberg ut 
nine o’cloek tomorrow evening. She 
will expect you.”

Thus commanded, I bowed, •with- 
drew, and look a taxh’iih straight to 
the L('niK*strass(*, Ix'lng ushered liy .lo- 
sef Into the iirt'st'iice of liiishand and 
wife in thill same room 1 liad i|Ultted 
a couple of liotirs before. 

I liandeil the count the packet the 
emperor liail given me, and with Iretii- 
hling fingers Ik* tort* it opi’ii. 

From .within he dri'w thri'c letters, 
lliost* siinie h'liers which his wife' had 
written to London, and wlilch hail lu'cn 
ln((*reeiiled by tin* secret s(*rvlee — tho 
h'tlers which 1 had n*ad In Ids high- 
ness’ room. 

As he scanned the lines wlileli tho 
emperor had peiiiK'd his face hlaiiehed. 
A loud cry of dismay I'scapi'd his wlfo 
as she recognizi'd lK*r own letters, and 
she snatched the noli* from Iter htis- 
haiid's hand and al.'io ri'iid it. 

"Tell His Majesty His Command Shall 
Be Obeyed."

His majesty iilten'd no word, mi're- 
ly nodding his lK‘ad slowly In apiiroval. 

Next afternoon a painful si'iisation 
was caused throughout Berlin when 
the "Aheiidposl” ]iuhlislK'd the news 
that Count von Leiili'iiherg, tho ninn 
so recently |iroiiioled by the einp(*ror, 
nnd Ills pri'tty wife had hotli Ikx'ii 
found (h'lid iu their room. During the 
night they had evidently huriK'd some 
piip(‘rs, for tin* limler was fonml In ilie 
slovt*, ami having agn'ed to die to- 
gether, lliey lieliig so much at'..Tcln*d 
diii'liig life, the.v luKl hotli tukeii prus- 
sic acid ill some wim*, tin* liottie ami 
half-eiiipticd glassi's heiiig still iiiiou 
the table. 

Tin** roiiiiitillc affair, the truth of 
which I hert* revi*al for tin* first liim*, 
was rcgardi'd by all Ih'i-liii as an in- 
explicable tragt'dy. 'J'he puhlie are 
still unaware of how those iiitercept<*d 
letters contained serious warnings to 
the British govi'i'iiment of the (*iii- 
peror’s hostih* int(*ntlons towards Brit- 
ain, and tin* prohahle date of the ((tit- 
break of war. Jndei'd, th(*y ri'eounied 
a private eoiiversatlon which the conn. 
tess had overlu'iird betwi'cii the kaiser 
and Count Z(*ppelin, ri‘p(*iiting ei'rtaiti 
o[i|irohrious epithets which tin* all- 
I highest had l)i*stow(‘d upon om* or two 
British stati'snien, and she al.so poiiit- 
(*d out the gri'iit danger of a pi'iiding 
rupture between the two powi'is, as 
well as (>x|ilaiiiing some di'iails, re- 
garding llie improved Zcpiielins in 
course of construction s(*crt*lly on 
Lake Constance, and certain scaiKlals 
regarding the private life of the crown 
prince. 

. Thus the wi*ll mi'ant warnings of 
an hoiK'st Englishwoiiiaii tii'ver 
reiiclK'd the unsuspicious addri's.s to 
I wlilclr they w(*re 8(*nt, and thus did 
I “Willie” — who, as I nfl(*rward discov- 
I ered, di'vlsed that subtle vengeance — 
j act as the eiiip<*ror’H catspaw.

Bccnusc of reduced Insurntice rates, 
the fact Hint the Interior Is warmer in 
winter nnd cooler in summer, lower 
maintenance costs because deprecia- 
tion is very low nnd painting is a 
ncgligllilc cxpi-nse, nnd the permanent 
fresh aiid liright appearance of its 
walls, tlie face brick house has as- 
sumed an important place among mod- 
ern residences. Arcliitccts anti build- 
ers liave worked in unison to make 
pi’ssililc tin- adiiptaliility of face brick 
to Hic consiruclion of tlic smaller ns 
well as the larger houses. 

There arc several standard methods 
of t)Ulldlng liouses witli a face brick 
exterior wall surface. The two main 
divisions are tliose ef tho solid wall 
of burned clay material and the wall 
of some load-bearing hacking material 
or frame of structural memhers over 
Hie outer surface of which a veneer 
of face brick Is built up, tills veneer 
being tied to the structure liy means 
of metal wall lies, <'Ut nails or some 


the type nlrenffy mentioned, n fhee 
hrirk wall surface over sheathed wood 
framing nnd over brneed wood framing 
without the sheathing. The two types 
of constnictlon Just mentioned aro 
probably the most widely used of any 
In residences. The larger houses are 
hnllt with H» sheathed wood frame 
while the. brneed wood frame construc- 
tion is specially adapted to the small- 
er houses and cottages where Hie cost 
of hullding Is the most Iniportaut item. 

The time when it was considered 
necessary for a .special gang of men to 
come on tlie Job to lay the brick is 
rapidly passing. The ninn who is tak- 
ing n progressive part in the building 
field totlay calls himself n “general 
contractor" nnd he la ready to execute 
any kind of construction work which 
may be n.sked of him. This change 
works to the advantage of the home- 
builder since it eliminates lost motion, 
expensive mistakes, and makes one 
man accountable for the entire Job. 
The live contractor and builder Is 
ready to erect a residence according to 
any of the dllferent types of construc- 
tion mentioned. 

There is little basis for any man 
giving up the idea of building a brick 
house because of cost, if he is able to 
build a house at alt, for nn intelligent 
selection of the design togetlier with 
the use of tlie least expensive type of 
construction, will give him n house 
wlilch lias everything to be desired in 
external appearance in nddittun to nil 
of the qualities inherent in this kind 
of house, muklag for comfort and low 
living expense. It Is not necessary to 
spend n large sum of money in decora- 
tions In order to have a hrnutlful 
home. These little fancy fittings nnd 
special trim are the things which run 
up the cost needlessly In a house 
which would doubtless look Just ns 
well without the “extras." .Tudgmont 
I is also necessary In the selection of 
the plan for a low-cost house. The 
niimher ami shape of rooms alTcct the 
price of construction. Ry properly se- 
IccHiig Hie finish given the Interior 
walls, floors nnd trim, it Is possilile to 
olitain a refined and dignified Interior, 
which Is fully up to any reasonable 
standard, without the use of nn ex- 
pensive layout of rooms. Small comer 
seats and simple bookcases ma.v be 
used to add Hie touch of variety which 



other form of tie emlteilded in Hie mor-^ 
tar joints hetwi-en lirlik al intervals 
horizontally and vertically. 

The solid wall construction Is made 
up clHier of face brick hacked with 
common brick or with face brick 
backed with structural tile. The solid 
wall constnictlon runs slightly higher 
In cost than the veneer, as u general 
rule. This statement should be modi- 
fied, perhaps, to include cases in which 
the face brick arc really laid ns a 
vene»-r over the common brick or struc- 
tural tile backing, the only cunnecHon 
between the two being the ties men- 
tiomnl. In this case the building loads 
are assumed to he curried by the back- 
ing, the veneer of face brick being used 
only fur the uppcarunce which it gives.

Tbe cost of this type of const ruction 
, Is, of course, closely cumparuhle with 
; that of the solid wall coustrucHou. 
' thtre being a difference only in the 
saving made i>usaihle hy the numher of 
face brick replaced hy the couinjon 
brick or tile, lu the veneer coustruc- 
Uon. 

'iits veneer construction consists of 


costs more in the form of buys, alcoves 
uud fancy trim. 

Till* illuslfations show the external 
appearance and the plan of a simple 
hut very substantlal-hiillt cottage of 
five rooms. The house is u framed 
structure with u veneer of face brick 
on the outside. Shealhlng may be 
used or not, as desired. Wall sur- 
faces are not large In this house and 
there will be no difficulty in keeping it 
very cozlly heated during the coldest 
wt'uther, even If the sheathing Is omit- 
ted. Foundation walls m-ed not be 
extra thick for this type of building 
provided they ure carried down to 
solid clay, gravel or, other confined aid 
non-settling soil. The foundation wall 
in this house should be one foot thick 
at the bottom of which there should be 
u footing two feet wide uud one foot 
thick. Architects and contractors who 
prepare [iluns, pro|>ortlon the footings 
so that there will be un equal pressure 
on every square foot so that If settling 
docs occur It will be equal In all parts 
of the building, thus preventing cracks 
In the brickwork. 

After the framing of the house is 
completed the outside veneer of face 
brick is commenced. The iiorch wall 
coping and the window sills through- 
out the house ure made of white stone, 
concrete or terra cotta. The windows, 
cornice and other wood trim ure paint- 
ed white, which, together with the 
white stone copings and sills and the 
white Iiorch column ornaments, form 
a iileusunt contrast with Hie walls. 

'I'lie liouse cun be built on a 3(i-foot 
lot with room for a walk urouud to 
the rear uud sutficient space at the 
shies so that if the ueighhoriug lots 
uro built on, the light cun get in the 
side windows. Cusemeut windows 
and scr<‘eu sush may he made Inter- 
(huiigeulile for the front |sirch or the 
caseiiieni windows may he p» rmuueul- 
ly attached and the screi-ns placed on 
the outside, these being replaced lu 
the winter by storm sush. making i>us- 
sihle the use of the porch us a sun 
parlor. 

Ttie iilun provides a couibiuuHon liv- 
ing and dining room seiiuruted by u 
wall in which there is u large cusi-d 
opening. Ttie kitchen has a liuudy 
pantry attached. A lioluhle feature iu 
the arrangement of rooms is the bed- 
rooiu, bath uud hull comhiuu'tiou. This 
makes for iirivacy, wliich is u very de- 
slrulile tiling where all r<.>ouis are on 
one lioor.

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CITY SHOULD KNOW ITSELF 


One That Has All Necessary Infor- 
mation at Fingers’ End Makea I 

Impression Upon Inquirer. 

There are many ways in which n 
rentriil organization can be of service 
lo a city In Industrial development. 
An industrial commissioner, a man of 
vision and Intelligence, with exiierlenee 
In the problems Hint c<infront mumi- 
fiicHirers, can make a survey of a city 
with reference to industrial advantages 
nnd have Hietn ready for every In- 
quirer. 

The prospective nianufuclurer likes 
to do business with a city that knows 
ltsi*If, Just as tho Individual likes to 
trade with the man Hint knows his 
stock. There are so mmiy details that 
('liter Into Industry, so many iiolnts of 
Information about location, switching 
and trafilc facilities, raw matcriiils, nnd 
n'liitcd Industries, that It requires ex- 
haustive sltidy of the whole field to 
make a crcditiihle presentation of the 
city's advantages to Hu* Inquirer from 
the outside. The city that has all these 
facts nt Its fingers’ end, mid can iire- 
sent them convincingly. Is In bettor iio- 
sltlon than the ono where only a smat- 
tering of essential facts are known. 

Tlie Importance of a careful survey 
of related mminfucturiiig grou|is 
should not he uiidcresilmutcd. Now 
mor<* thmi ever bi’fore tho miiniifac- 
I Hirer looks for n iiliice where Ills uii- 
tinlslicd material cun be delivered In 
liny volume on short notice mid at n 
miiilimmi of cost. Or It may he that 
he wants a city wlilch has developed n 
line related to his own, so that he can 
I get the lienctlt of Its prestige In that 
lino. Here, again, we see the Import- 
ance of knowing our city and Its In- 
dustrial possibilities thoroughly, and 
that Is the function of the Industrial 
dcpiirtmcnt of u chmnher of commerce. 

BETTER CITY AN INVESTMENT 

Improvements In Streets and Buildings 

Pay Returns Just as In Any 
Private Business. 

Mr. MacFarlnnd, president of the 
American Civic association, takes the 
practical business view when he says 
that city betterments are nothing less 
than paying Investments. The streets 
belong to the people. Their widening, 
or the building of new ones to accom- 
modate increasing traffic, is simply a 
business expansion that will pay a re- 
turn as does any private business up- 
on new capital put into It. 

The Slime thing Is true of housing. 
No city Is rich enough to alTord hous- 
ing conditions that mitigate against 
the welfare of any part of Its popula- 
tion, says tho Kansas City Star. The 
man of small means, as Mr. MiicFar- 
land says — Hie man who must have a 
low rental — Is the basis of industrial 
prosperity. Low rental dwellings are 
necessary, hut it docs not follow Hint 
low rental dwellings should be lucking 
in Hie sanitary conveniences that are 
essential to public health. Tlie owner 
of rental dwellings who neglects to 
maintain them in iimiicr condition Is 
interfering with the city’s business and 
prosperity. The city’s business de- 
mands laws regulating housing in con- 
formity with the best interests of that 
business, and those laws should be rig- 
idly enforced. 

Small Suburban Lot Best. 

The Ideal size for a suburban lot. 
If you do not keep a man or a horse, 
Is about one-sixth of uii acre— sny, 50 
by 150 feet. This is all that the owner 
can keep In apiile-pie order, provided 
the place has plenty of vegetables and 
flowers. This assumes that the family 
is willing to spend S2S a year for out- 
side labor, fertilizers, seeds, bulbs, 
etc. It also assumes that the wife Is 
willing to spend an hour a day lu the 
garden mid Is nut ashamed to be seen 
raking, planting and doing everything 
exceiit the hard labor. 

Those who move from the city to 
Hie country will make u great mistake 
If, under such conditions, they attempt 
more than Hils. Gardening is mi ex- 
Iiensive business and one might us well 
recugulze the limitutious of the game.

the greatest opportunitg created by the tear. ' 

Let both public and private useful building construction proceed. Production and handling 
of building materials and public and private construction work are fundamental industries of the 
country. Any tendency to suspend or postpone building projects is inconsistent with maintaining 
our prosperity. 

The country is prosperous. 

Building investors should not hesitate to go ahead with their plans. Railroads should spare 
no efforts to supply the building industry with the cars needed to transport materials. Government, 
state, county and municipal authorities should encourage the continuance of all kinds of building. 

Road and street improvements in particular should go on unabated. Bad roads and streets 
arc factors of first importance in the present high cost of foodstuffs. Never before was the improve- 
ment of highways so essential. 

The lumber, brick, cement, lime, sand, gravel, stone and other building materials industries 
arc basic. Neither Government regulations nor railroad restrictions should be unnecessarily, imposed 
to interfere with them. 

If any action is taken which results in the prostration of so fundamentally important indus- 
tries, there is real danger of a surplus of unemployed labor, a surplus of railroad cars and a crippling 
of business that will seriously embarrass the Government in financing the war.

It iR not Hurprfsing, with the in- 
creaRed cost of coal and other pro- 
ductR that enter Into the making of 
gas, that the Old Colony Gor Company 
should announco an fnerease in the 
price of gas from $1.35 per thousand 
cubic feet to $1.50 per thousand cubic 
feet, which advance la equivalent to 
about 11%. The company continues 
to allow a discount of 10c per thousand 
cubic feet for payment within fifteen 
days of date of bill, making net price 
of gas $1.40. 

Several of the other gas companies 
in Massachusetts have already ad- 
vanced the price of gas and the ofii- 
dais of the Old Colony Gas Co. advise 
us that they have been postponing this 
inevitable increase for some time and 
in the meanwhile have been endeavor- 
ing to devise some scheme by which 
it might be entirely avoided. The price 
of materials entering into the manu- 
facture of gas has, however, been ad- 
vancing BO rapidly that the directors of 
the company feel they cannot avoid 
any longer raising the price. 

This increase is strictly in accor- 
dance with the terms of the franchise 
granted by this town to the Old Colony 
Gas Co., and under the terms of this 
franchise which allow the company to 
advance the price of gas when the ma- 
terials entering into the manufacture 
have advanced 15%. The coinpaifV 
would have had the right to advance 
the price some time ago. We believe 
that this is pretty good proof of the 
fair mindedness of the officials of the 
company and shows their desire to 
give the inhabitants of Weymouth and 
the Old Colony district a square deal. 

With the price of materials advanc- 
ing anywhere from 48% to 142%, the 
company can hardly be blamed in ad- 
vancing the price of their product 11%. 
They -tell us that they e.vpect this in- 
crease is merely a temporary att'air, 
and as soon as present al)normal con- 
ditions have passed, tlie price t)f gas 
should be reduced. They also advise 
us that increased use of gas will great- 
ly aid them In lowering the price, and 
that if their increase in sales were suf- 
ficient, it might be possible to reduce 
the price even before the war is over. 

Each additional customer, and each 
additional appliance using gas, will 
bring this time so much the nearer. 
When one considers that the cost of 
coal to the ordinary householder has 
advanced from $7.50 per ton to $0.50 
per ton, or about 28%, which is two 
and one-half times the percentage ad- 
vance in the cost of gas, it is nut in- 
conceivable tlyit the householder will 
consider with greater favor the use of 
gas for fuel purposes. 

The more coal that is used the short- 
er the supply, and hence the greater 
advance in price. On the other hand, 
the more gas that is consumed the less 
the cost of gas because of the de- 
crease in the proportion of over-head 
charges. Therefore, anyone shifting 
from coal to gas fur fuel purposes is 
not only aiding himself, but aiding the 
community in general and in fact the 
whole country. 

The price of $1.4U net per thousand 
cubic feet of gas seems rather high 
when one compares this with the price 
of gas in liuston or even in Brockton, 
but it must be borne in mind that the 
|)rice of gas depends to a large extent 
on the density of population, in the 
big, thickly settled cities, sucli us Bui'* 
ton, tlie price is extremely low. in 
the smaller, less thickly settled cities, 
sucii us Brockton, the price is some- 
what higher and in the smaller, scat- 
tered (owns the pii<'e is higher siili. j 
I This is because of the fact that wlien 
I many customers are located in a small 
area tlie investment in the plant and 
I mains is small and lienee tiie price of 
I gas low. (Jii the other hand v^heu 
customers are scattered the invest- 
ment is large and the price of gas 
higher. 

The Old Colony Gas Co. advises us 
that it has taken the net price of gas 
in all the cities and towns in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts with pop- 
ulations between 5,000 and 14,000, the 
average of which is 0,115, and finds 
that the average net price of gaa ia 
tl 44 per thousand cubic feet. All 
these figures have been taken from 
the laat report of the Gaa ft Electric

So says a pliilosoplior and the mean- 
ing of tlioso wonls should sink deep 
into the lieiirts of the purcnis of poor 
girl.s. Jinny such fathers and molli- 
ers will say: “We kec]) our datighlers 
at seliool until tliey are old enough to 
work ami earn money, ll is no more 
titan right tlmt they shoulil relieve us 
of tlie imrden »>f their suitporl as soon 
iis possible.” Their little girl may he 
getting along nicely at sehool. .‘-ho 
may he intensely inl<*reslt>d in read- 
ing, writing, stielllng. aritlitnctic and 
geography, but Itefore slit« can have 
th(' opiiortunily to learn grammar and 
the studies of the higher grades she 
is bidden to close her hooks and leave 
school.

Many 
of our grc(*n vegi*laldes 
lx*sldes tlieir acids and 
miiicral matters, <-<iiitain 
a most valimlil<*, luit as 
yet little understood, 
growlli determirianl. This 
substance uiiikes clover 
nnd alfalfa so valuulilo as food for 
growing slock. We will soon lx* eat- 
ing and upiireciatiiig alfalfa lii’cad, as 
it is being more used for human food. 

Vegptiil)l(*s are appetizers, for ex- 
ample, tlu* onion, garlic, clilvcs, pars- 
ley and celery.

HISTORIC NOTES 

Qiftint oM SennoDi and Pamphleti 
for Tafts Library 

People are hettlnnlnn to think more of 
oM.book!« anti pamphleta than has been 
the diatom. The careleaa phraae. "noth- 
ing but a lot of old hooka,” haa long been 
erjulvalent to an immeillatc acntence to 
the aah barrel and the kitchen fire. When 
one thlnka how many and many a preclona 
record of town hiatory haa met thla fate, 
It hrinaa a world of regret that In atich 
vandal handa ahoiild have been the power 
of dlaposal. , 

A parcel of ctiriutia old hooka hna 
come to Tufta library this week. Some 
of them have survived the New Eng- 
land house cleanings and attic destruc- 
tions of over a century. As they have 
lived so long shall they not be protect- 
ed in the years to come, each one of 
which will render the old pages still 
more Interesting? 

The oldest is a pamphlet entitled 
"God's Voice crying to the town of 
_ Weymouth and the Neighboring 
Towns,” written In 1752. This Is a 
record concerning the "awful dispen- 
sations of Divine Providence on the 
Town of Weymouth, chiefly In the 
year 1751, drawn up in a few home- 
spun lines for the edifleation of those 
who had a share in these sore calami- 
ties." The record consists of funeral 
poems, acrostics, hymns, exhortations, 
etc., most of them of the mbst fear- 
some and blood-curdling character, 
after the old style theology. The old 
Weymouth Meeting House was burned 
In 1751, followed by an outbreak of 
what we now know as diphtheria. The 
description goes on: 

"On April twenty-third it was 
The evening of the same 
Our meeting house it was alas 
Consumed in a flame. 

Great Is our sin that doth begin 
To move God’s wrathful Ire 
That he should thus so deal with us 
As to contend by fire. 

The Lord to anger we provoked 
We may infer from hence 
That we then felc an awful stroke 
The throat-ail pestilence,” etc. 

The gloom Increases through twen- 
ty-six verses, Weymouth being finally 
swallow-ed up in the divine wrath. A 
quaint old acrostic on the name "Polly 
Towey” follows. 

Next comes a curious old book of 
discourses by the Rev. Jacob Norton 
of Weymouth presented to Dr. Noah 
Fifield by the author in 1810. Con- 
troversy ran high at this time regard- 
ing the Trinity. The Rev. Daniel 
.Thomas of Abington and Rev. Nathan- 
iel Emmons of Franklin evidently had 
some very lively theological tilts with 
the Weymouth pastor. Some of these 
discourses were autographed by Dr. 
Norton, which makes them especially 
valuable. 

There are some dozen wonderfully 
Interesting sermons and addresses 
once belonging to Mrs. Fifleld's kins- 
man, Richard Cranch, including Josiah 
Quincy's oration on American Inde- 
pendence, 1798, that of Jonathan 
Strong in Randolph, 1810, Rev. Joseph 
Richardson of Hingham, and others. 
In 1811 Rev. Peter Whitney of Quincy 
delivered his famous “Funeral Dis- 
course at the Interment of Hon. Rich- 
ard Cranch and his wife Mary Cranch.” 
There are also several Washington 
funeral sermons, including one by 
Weymouth’s distinguished Dr. Cotton 
Tufts, "delivered before the Inhabi- 
tants of Weymouth at the Prayer of 
the Selectmen." Dr. Tufts died in 
1815, and the Library now has two 
precious copies of the sermon preach- 
ed in two parts on separate Sundays 
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following his "Intormpnt." The last 
haa been kindly given from the trona- 
urea of the old Penniman houae. 

From the anme aourco cornea the 
Conatltutlon of the Weymouth Tem- 
perance Society of 1831, of which Dr. 
Noah Fifield waa prealdenf. The other 
ofTloera were Joalah Vinton, Jr., Flaher 
Klngabury, Caleb Stetaon. Ellphaa 
Thayer. Jonathan Newcomb. Jamea E. 
Thayer. Ezra Leach. John Crane, 
Atherton Hunt and Rufua Loring. 
Theae old Weymouth namca ahould 
bring up a world of recollections 
among their descendants. 

In 1851, Rev. James Terry, of the 
second church In Weymouth, preached 
a noted sermon before the "Palestine 
Mlaalonnry Society” at Randolph. A 
little later came the "high excitement" 
In Abington over the terrible change 
In the feelings of the Abington pastor. 
Rev. Holland Weeks, who was "sup- 
posed to* embrace some, if not all, of 
the tenets peculiar to the extravagant 
and unscriptural system of that arch- 
visionary and seductive heresiarch, 
the late Emmanuel Swedenborg.” In 
this occasion Weymouth took a heated 
part. 

"To Miss S. Kingman with the re- 
spects of Q. & S. Tufts" was given the 
discourse delivered in the Quincy 
church on the death of Miss Mercy 
Tufts, 1858, and there are several other 
little books and pamphlets given by 
the Tufts to the Klngmans, Quincy 
Whlttemore and other of the family. 
With reverend hands one takes up Dr. 
Cotton Tufts’ worn little volume of 
Watts’ Hymns from his pew in church. 
It is stamped with his name in gold 
letters. -One calls up a distinct mental 
picture of this fine old gentleman with 
his neatly tied hair and Sunday suit 
of blue and buff standing up to sing 
from this book. 

Of later date are more of the Anti- 
Slavery Tracts, sermons and orations 
in which Weymouth was so deeply in- 
terested with IMrs. Marla Weston 
Chapman, whose fearless character 
and brilliant endowments seem to 
shine even more brightly as time goes 
on. Her own little home-made scrap 
book for newspaper cuttings goes with 
them. 

"A Brief Account of the Happy 
Death of Mary Ann Clapp", now dead 
these hundred years, delivered by Pas- 
tor Bates of Dedham in 1816 is on the 
whole as curious as anything to be 
found in New England. It is the piti- 
ful story of a child of eleven years, a 
product of those times of blackest 
theology, wholly forced and unnatural 
but then thought so edifying and up- 
lifting. Weymouth had a counterpart 
of poor little Mary Ann Clapp in the 
spiritually precocious Dickerman boy 
who sleeps in the old Weymouth Cem- 
etery, but whose grave at one time 
was almost a shrine for pious Wey- 
mouth people. 

Other good pamphlets are Theodore 
Parker’s discourse on the death of 
Daniel Webster, Address and Proceed- 
ings on 4he Fiftieth Anniversary of 
the settlement of Dr. Storrs of Brain- 
tree, Discourse at Quincy on the death 
of Hon. Thomas Greenleaf, 1854, Ad- 
dress on the history and descent of 
William Reade of Weymouth, and a 
quite rare copy of the Discourse at 
Quincy at the Interment of President 
John Quincy Adams. This last was 
given to Dr. Noah Fifield by Miss 
Susan Tufts in 1848. 

The Librarian is always giad to show 
these old papers to all interested aud 
it is hoped many will apply to her.

The 
heavier gasoline, however, will develop 
slightly more power and give greater 
mileage provided It has no hud effect 
on the engine.

King Constantine of Gresce Is 
Compelled to Abdicate by 
the Allies. 

SECOND SON SUCCEEDS HIM 


Liberty Loan of Two Billions Over- 

Subscribed by People of United 
States — Hope for Russia Re- 
vives — President Wilson’s 
Great Flag Day Address. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Another ruler was luislxsl off his 
tlinaic last week, luid another nation 
probably added to ttiosc in active con- 
tlict with the central powers. This 
time it Is Constantine 1, king of the 
Kollenes, who luis lost his crown. .\f- 
ter dliiloniatic intriguing and npiui 
quarrels that had been going oii ever 
sitice the war stiirted, he was foreed 
by the allies to ahdieate, and his eld- 
est son, the crown prince, was barred 
from the suecesslon because of his pro- 
German procllvitli*s. Ciinstantine, 
however, was allowed to preserve his 
dynasty, at least for the iiresent, hy 
nominating his second son, Alexander, 
as his successor. 

The ahdicatlon of the king was 
brought about hy Senator .Tonnart of 
France, who wont to Greece empow- 
ered hy the allies to settle llnally the 
position of that country in the war. 
He InfortiKHl Premier /almis that 
troojis were at his disposal to carry 
out his decisions, hut appealed to the 
premier to use his iutlueuce toward a 
peaceful arrangement. After consult- 
ing the crown council, the king decid- 
ed to (piit, and his alxlicatlon was an- 
nounced on Tut'sday morning. P.oth 
Constantine tind the former crown 
prince have left Greece already. 

May Mean Much to Allies. 

If Greeci* now deeldes to lairtielpate 
actively In the war. she ean throw into 
the Held an army of iVtK.».(KHJ men, well 
trained hut not sutllclently equlpjied. 

Venlzelos, the former premier and 
consistent opponent of Constantine’s 
war policy, has hack of him lOO.dtkl 
men, and ihotigh the army in general 
was loyal to the ex-klng, it Is predicted 
the entire lighting force of the nation 
will now take up arms against the 
Teutonic powers and Turkey. This 
might bring about a decided change In 
thc> Balkan situation. With the Grec>ks 
ueting with the allies from the south 
and the reorganl/.ecl Itoumanlan army 
and possibly the llussiuns striking 
from the north, the line of commiini- 
ratinns h<*twc»eii Germany and Turkey 
might well he cut atid the Turks foret*d 
to sue for pi*ace. 

Alexander, the new king of Grccecv, 
who Is twenty-four years old. took the 
oath on Weclnesday. It Is reasonable 
to suppose he will act in accord with 
the allies, for he has keid free from all 
pro-German activities and seems to he 
aeeeptuhle to M. .lonnart. In fact, he 
'cannot do much otherwise, for the en- 
tente force's promptly seized c-ontrol 
of all of Greece. Professt'dly, their 
aim U the restoration of the constitu- 
tional government of that country. It 
was staled semiofllclully In Washington 
that the United States had not taken 
any part In the cietMising of Constan- 
tine and had not been consulted hy the 
entente (towers. This eiu|>haslzes the 
fact that we are allies of those (towers 
In war, hut not necessarily lu dl()lo- 
niacy. 

The pun*"*** of Ihe allies was not ac- 
ottiu|>llshed entirely without bloodshed. 
A Greek cohtuel at Larissa Arc'd on 
French cavalry, killing two olflcers 
and fetur (trivates. In the brief Aglit 
that ensued 00 tJreek soldiers wi're 
killed and :L!0, ineludlug SI ofllcers, 
were taken (trlsouer. 

Liberty Loan a Great Succesa. 

•kineric'a's re(ily to the sneering as- 
..ertlons of Germany that the war is 
WlUctu's war and Is not su|)(torled hy 
the (teo(de of the United States came 
witlt a loud sound when tlie books on 
tile Liberty Iaiuu were c-lo»('d Friday 
iiotin. It was anuctuuced (hat the loan 
Ot I^'.‘.l««l.liu0.0).a.t had been tiaiidsoiuely 
over-suhsc*rlt>ed. and the sigulticaul 
fact is that it has been taken up main- 


ly hy the Individual mc'ii, women and 
children of the nation, not hy the 
great financial Institutions. This not 
only Is most di'sirahle from an econo* 
mlc' (lolnt of view, hut Is conclusive 
evhic-nee that (he c'lillre nation Is hack' 
Ing the governmc'iit In the conflict 
iigainst dcsiiollsm. It was only ncccs' 
sary that the pcoiilc should he awak- 
ened to the real sitnatlon, and this was 
done with encTgy and ellich'iic-y hy the 
press and hy Innumerahle siieaUers 
throughout the land. 

Renewed Hope for Russia. 

Hope and despair concerning ICussia 
alternately take possession of the al- 
lic's. .lust now it is the turn of hope, 
and thc're is a real prospt'cf (hat the 
new repnhiic not only I'nn lic> prc'venled 
from making separate' (leaee with tlie 
'ri'Ulons, Init ma.v c'ven lie restored as 
a iiotent military factor. Minister of 
War Kerc'iisky Is succeeding to some 
extent in rc'-i'siahlishing dlseipline in 
the army, and an incident on the* Bolt- 
nninian front, wlien thrc'c* mutinous 
regiments were forced to imeondition- 
al .surrender hy a large* niinilier of loyal 
troo|is showc'd that most of the soldiers 
are disposc'd to liack up tlie provision 
al governmc'tit. Tin* .Ml-Kusshm coun- 
cil of (ii-asanls, fiirlhcrniori', (lasscd hy 
a vote of l.iNMl to 4 a resolution to c-ut 
off food .supplies from Kronstadt if the' 
town did not inimediatc'ly join Its rev- 
olutionary force's to those of Kiisslan 
th'moeraey, and demanding that the 
government at once forc'e the absolute 
suhmission of Kronstadt. 

I’resldent Wilson's note to Itussia, 
elefiniiig .Lmerica's war yiini^, was re- 
celvc'd with much satisfaction every- 
where except hy the radical Uiisslan 
socialists and in Gerniiiny, and was 
(iromiitly followed hy one from Great 
Britain which virtually statcel that Mr. 
Wllseui had spoken for his entente al- 
lies. Of course the Inte-riiretation of 
the* (ihrase "(leace* wltheiut aunexa- 
tions" Is still a stiimhling block, for 
Great Britain, France and Italy lake 
the [losition that the ri'storatlon of 
"stolen" lands, such as .-Vlsace-Lor- 
ralne, Italia Irredeiihi and other re- 
gions. must not he consldt'reil as annex- 
ations. The Boot commission, which 
had a triumphant trip across Sihi'ria, 
is counted on to do a great deal toward 
bringing Knssla to the scratch again, 
and at this writing it really looks as 
though she will not yield to the hlan- 
dishments of the kaiser and his social- 
ist and (tacilist emls.sarles. The great 
••hange In Greece also Is looked iiiion 
as likely to intluenee Uiissla heeaiise 
of the efl’ect it Is sure to have on the 
Balkan situation. 

The very weakness of the Kusslan 
imivislonal governnn-iit Inis eansed the 
German conservatists to abandon hoi>e 
of (lerstiadlng Bussla to a separate 
(ii'iice, for as Herr Heydehrand, their 
leader, says, such a course would he 
futile unless the govermm'iit were 
strong enough to ooiuhat the allies 
Uusslii wouhl he forsaking. 

Mr. Boot and his colleagues and also 
tin* .\uit*rican railway engineering com- 
mi.sslon reached I’etrograd on Wednes- 
day. On the same day tin* Busslun 
mission to the United States landed at 
a I'aclflc coast (lort and started for 
Washington. It Is headed hy Boris 
BukhiueiielT as s|>eclal amhassador. 

General Pershing in France. 

tJeiieral I’erslilug and his start', after 
sevoal days of work and entertain- 
nient in London, cros.sed over into 
France and were enihuslastically re- 
ceived lu both Boulogne and I’arls. 
The whereabouts of Ids exiiediiloiiary 
fore** — I'alled hy the tlermaii (iress an 
•Lmerlcan army bluff — hud not heeu an- 
nouneed at the time of writing. 

There were two slgtdfleunt develoii- 
ments on the buttle fronts of Kuro{>e. 
The Italians, resting for the (ireseiit 
froiu their advance on Trieste, made 
a vigorous attack on the .\ustrluus In 
the Treiitino, gaining some lm|>ortunt 
(losts and uguiii threuteuliig Trent. On 
the Belgian front near the seueoust 
there was great activity hy the artil- 
lery, Seeming to indicate tlie intention 
of the allies to try for a (lusli in that 
region toward tJstend and Zeebrugge. 
The British made seizure tlielr gains of 
lust wt'ek and advauced furtiier east 
uud nortlieust of Messiues, wlille the 
Freiicli rei)uls4-d all attacks furtiier to 
tile soutli. The allies seem to have 
adopted a new (duu lu France, mukiug 
each drive u liuttle i-oiuplete lu itself; 
tliey have demonstrated, tliey ftn-l, that 
the tiermuu uillitury (siwer euu he 
crushed, and the s(iee<l witli which tids 
lb to be done de(>ends largely on the 
aid given by the United States.

Murderous Air Raid oh London. 

The Germans on Wednesday made 
another of their murderous and useless 
air|ihiiie raids on London, dro|i{iing 
quantities of honihs mostly on the 
Fast end. Ninety-seven (lersons were 
killed niid 437 wounded. Among the 
dead were 10 women and ‘JO children. 
The raiders were soon driven olT hy 
British aviators and uiiti-uircraft can- 
non.

There Is No Fumbling About During Crisis, Because Trained Workers 
Know What to Do and How to Do It—They Accomplish Won* 
ders in Record Time—Recent Tornadoes in Central States 
Examples of Sudden Great Trouble— Help Would Reach 
Our Community Very Quickly in Period of Stress. 


.Tnsf liow (loos tlip Red Cross hegtn 
t»ork wlion nn cmerReni’y arises. Most 
persons know, In n Renernl way, that 
the Heel Cross Is on the ground very 
qiilrkly nfter a disaster, and rescues 
the living, hurles the dead and cares 
for the destitute; but perhaps few 
know how the first step la taken, or 
who takes It, or what he does next. 
This story js meant to show Just what 
was dfuie, and how, when the tornado 
of May I’O laid waste the cities of Mat- 
toon and Charleston, III., with a loss of 
nearly 100 lives, 1,000 persons made 
homeless, and property worth millions 
destroyed. 

It was late on a Saturday afternoon 
when news of the disaster began to 
trickle from the telegraph wires to the 
newspapers. Offices and shops were 
close«l. and Chicago had gone home 4o 
Its dinner and Its Saturday evening 
relaxations. The first word to the Red 
Cross of the storm came through a 
Chicago paper to Charles Lee Rryson 
of tl.e central division staff of the 
Red Ooss. One of the editors called 
Mr. I$rys«)n at his home and told him 
what had happened, “feeling sure the 
Red Cross would want to get on the 
Job." 

It did. Director .Tohn .T. O’Connor 
(of the central division was In Wa.sh- 
Ington attending the Red Cmss war 
council, at which It was determined to 
tisk the country for .? 100,000.000. Rut 
Mr. Rryson located Walter Davidson, 
iinother of headquarters staff, who had 
remaiiK'd late at the office to finish 
some work, and they took hold of the 
sltiialion Instantly. 

.\fter wiring Director O'Connor and 
till* national officers, Mr. Davidson 
started for Mattoon nn the next train, 
Mr. lirvsfin rcMiialnlng in Chicago to 
keep the office open on Sunday and 
give' all possible help from there. The 
newspapers kept them both Informed 
of the wiilening extent of the disaster.

An unofficial report said that food : 
and blankets were needed, and A. A. ■ 
.Sprague II. director of the Red Cross 
supply service, made arrangements to 
open a great corporation’s wholesale 
warehouse, and ship “everything they 
need,” Sunday though It was. Secre- 
tary Champion of the Clilcago chap- 
ter arranged to get 000 pairs of blan- 
kets from the chapter’s warehouse and 
send them on the first trnin. But the 
wires from Mattoon, working busily all 
day. Improved long enough, late at 
night, for Mr. Davidson to get throngh 
a rnes.sage that the food and blanket 
situation was not Just then acute, but 
that he wanted disinfectants and anti- 
septics. 

The head of a wholesale drug con- 
cern was routed out of bed, the firm’s 
warehouse opened, and at two o’clock 
In the morning a Rod Cross man, with 
a consignment of Iodine, peroxide of 
hydrogen, chloride of lime and other 
needed supplies, started for the strick- 
en cities. 

Mr. Davidson had been joined by 
W. D. Thurber, field secretary for Illi- 
nois, whom he placed In charge at 
Charleston. 

When Mr. O'Connor arrived, with 
the nurses and workers, he found both 
his lieutenants on the ground, and 
with the Chicago office ready to give 
Instant support, he began the relief 
work. A committee of business men 
was organized, a number of smaller 
committees told oflf to take charge of 
each detail of the situation, and In a 
few minutes the machinery was In 
operation. 

The Injured were given the best sur- 
gical and nursing enre, the hungry 
wore fed, the homeless given slielter, 
the dead Identified and made ready for 
burial, plans drawn up for rebuilding 
the shattered homes, and n fund start- 
ed to rehabilitate both wrecked cities.

SURGEONS LABOR ENDLESSLY 


Captain, Priest, Private and German

and Ambulance Alda. 

The work of the Red Cross surgeons 
nnd stretcher hearers at tin* front In 
France was never more vlvblly Illus- 
trated than In a recent letter forward- 
ed to America. It was written by 
I’hllli) t). Mills to Mr. Kllot Norton, 
head of the Volunteer Motor Ambu- 
lancp corps which Mr. Mills was serv- 
ing. The comniunicntlon was private, 
but was made public becavise of the 
clearness with which If sets forth the 
I scenes amid wbicli the surgeons and 
ambulijnee workers labor, day nfter 
day.

When he 
hud raised the money — and more— he 
started a membershij) cam|iulgu lu the 
Chlt'ugo chapter, of which he was then 
sei'retary. and in ten days added 12,- 
500 members to it. 


New York and Chicago Will Give at 

Least $40,000,000 — Every Region 
Muet Be Generous Now. 

Uncle Sum Is calling for a Red Cross 
fund of $100,000,000 to enable the Red 
Cross to give the proper cure to the 
sick and wounded, the homeless and 
the desolate wiicn his men get into 
the fighting In earnest. New York city 
has promptly pledged Itself to “raise 
one-fourth of whatever sum Is needed," 
and is now collecting the money, Chi- 
cago will bo asked for something be- 
tween $5,000,000 and $10,000,000, the 
levy based on population and credit 
rating. 

Mr. O. R. Towme has been appointed 
by Washington us director of the Red 
Cross war fund campaign, for the cen- 
tral division, and will open a drive 
for the money in nine states as soon 
us it has been determined just bow 
much be needs. 

The money will be raised by sub- 
scription among the various chapters, 
and It has been arranged that each 
chapter shall have on<‘-fourth of what- 
ever sum It raises. Mr. Towne hopes 
that the country will raise enough to 
give the natloiml organization Its full 
$100,0(10.900 ov(*r uud above what the 
chapters retain. 

The R<'d Cross is compelled to raise 
Its fund fnmi the people because It has 
1 so small nn endowment fund — less than 
I $2,000,000 — while Japan, for instance, 
has more than $13,000,000 in her fund, 
the Income from which pays all ex- 
penses.

General Per- 
shing has gone to Europe to convey to , 
the kaiser Uncle Sum’s compliments In 
the form of shells nnd American bay- 
onets. but the Red Cross has no part In 
that except to care for such of Gen- 
eral Pershing’s men us may need cure. 

The mutter of sending Red Cross 
supplies to Germany was brought up 
lu the recent Red Cross war council in 
Washington. Charles D. Norton, one 
! of the members, answered Inquiries 
I thus; 

“The answer is exceedingly simple. 
We do not purpose to be tried for trea- 
son. We do not purpose to lend aid 
and comfort to our enemies. We mean 
to attend our own Americun Red Cross 
affairs." 

Former President Taft, who Is chair- 
man uf the executive committee, sup- 
ported this view. He said that when 
woumled Germans fell Into the hands 
of the American Red Cross they will 
get the same treatment ns our own 
men ; but that It would undoubtedly 
he treason to send supplies to Germany 
us we did before we were forced Into 
the war. 

So Americans cun give freely, know- 
ing that every cent is for our own and 
our allies' wounded, uud not fur the 
enemy. 

Red Cro** Trench Work. 

Red Cross surgt-ons and orderlies 
I give first aid to the wounded In little 
I underground dressing stations lu the 
front line trenches, lu these dark, wet 
places, cold and ill-veutlluted, It is ■ 
' stauetlmes ue<'essary to perform major 
operations — such us uu uuiiiutation, for 
itistuiice. War records in France show 
that us many Red Cross workers us in- i 
fuiitrymeu are killed by enemy fire lu j 
the greuches. Red Cross field service; 
requires courage of the highest order. 
Soldiers have the stimulatlou of fight- 
ing anil giving tlie enemy siiot for shot 
, uud blow for blow. The others dou'L 


most dangerous post, nnd handling the 
leserve cars for wounded in the town 
Itself. The wh()l<> world Is passing 
here — French, Americans; living, 
wounded and dying. 

“A long, heavily arched corridor, 
wUh stone steps lending down to It ; 
two coinpartnients off to one side, llne<l 
with wine bins, where our reserve men 
and n few French briincardlers 
(stretcher la'arers) are lying on their 
stained stretchers, some snoring; be- 
yond, a dtior that leads to a little sick 
\vnr<l — the most pathetic little room I 
have ever seen — with four beds of dif- 
ferent sizes nnd kinds on one side, and 
six on the other, taken, evidently, 
from the ruined houses near by ; and 
one tired Inflrinler (hospital attendant) 
to tend nnd soothe the wounded and 
dying. 

“In the bed nearest the door a 
French priest, shot through the lungs, 
with pneumonia setting In, his black 
beard pointing straight up, whispering 
for water. 

"Next to him a little German lad, 
hardly nineteen, nnd small, with about 
six hours to live, calling — sometimes 
screaming — for his mother, and then 
for water. 

“Next to him a French captain of 
Infantry, his arm off at the shoulder 
and his head wounded — weak, dying, 
hut smiling. 

“And next to him a tirailleur (Infan- 
tryman) in delirium calling on his 
colonel to charge the Gerniuns. 

“The Inflrinler Is going from one to 
the other, soothing and waiting on each 
in turn. He asks me wiiat the German 
is saying, nnd I tell him be la calling 
for Ills mother. 

“‘Ah, this Is a sad war!' he says, as 
he goes over to hold the poor lad's 
hand. 

"A brancardler comes In with a mes- 
sage; A hlesse (a wounded man) at 
Belleville — very serious. 

“This Is a reserve car call, so one 
slides out and is gone like a gray ghost 
down the ruined street, making all the 
speed Its driver cun — no easy mutter — 
with no lights. In twenty minutes he 
Is hack. The bruncurdlers go out. 
They come lu again bearing the wound- 
ed man on a stretcher and place It on 
the floor, fine of them, wiio is a priest, 
leans over him and asks his name, and 
his tow'u. Dn answer to the question 
what his wife’s name Is, he whts]iers 
*.\llce,’ while on the other side an- 
other brancardler is slitting the 
clothes from his body — and 1 shiver 
with the pity of It at the sight I see. 

"The surgeon comes out of his little 
operating room. Weary with the 
night’s tragic work — after so many, 
many other tragic nights — he douses 
his head iu u bucket of water. Uv 


occurrence.s of a night behind tbo 
front where the French, the Belgians, 
the British — and soon the Anieiicans — 
hold at hay the Geniian Invader. This 
is the nightly work of the men who 
cun* for the wounded.

A general purpose barn for a farm 
of 20 or more acres is shown in ac- 
companying illustration. It Is 30 by 
28 feet in size and Is built to stable 
eight cows nnd four horses. 

The barn has a concrete foundation 
Willi nnd a concrete floor. The stalls 
lire of the approved kind used In the 
best dairy stables. The stanchions are 
of the turning or swinging pattern, 
j and the stall partitions are of Iron. 
! Each cow stall Is 3 feet 3 Inches wide. 

1 This width measures out even, nnd It 
j Is about right for the average cow. 

The length of the floor from the 
manger to the gutter Is 4 feet 6 inches. 
The gutter Is IG inches wide. These 
sizes are about whiit dairymen pn’fer, 
iilthoiigh there nre dairy farms where 
the cows average extra large. For hi- 
stanco, some Holstein hret'ders pre- 


■ noticeable odor when entertnit 
the fresh air outdoors. 

The mos* penetrating oflor Is atn- 
monla. When animals are conflned In 
a well-built stable they nre constantly 
throwing off through the breath quan- 
tities of devltallreil nlr. Experiments 
have bwn conducted to show that a 
mouse coiiflneil In a Jar that Is filled 
with the breath of tin animal will die. 

Prof. F. H. King showed that a cow 
neoils twice ns much pure nlr by 
weight ns the food she consumes, 
which mentis thnt n cow will breathe 
3..'t<K) cubic feet of nlr per hour. 

The ppohlem of supplying so much 
air to each cow In n crowded stable i 
containing 30 or 40 head Is no easy 
task. 

The Importance of pure nlr has only 
recently In'gnn to he thoroughly nppre- 
elated hy farmers for the rea.son that 
cows until recent years have never been 
kept in Targe numhers on the farm. 
Formerly u dairy fnrni consisted 
of five or ten cows thnt were stnhled 
In one side of n loosely constructed 
I bnm to he fed nnd milked. During 
the greater part of the 24 hours, they 
were turned out Into the bnrnynrd to 
forage around the straw stuck or un- 
der the sheds. 

The Increased value of live stock 
during recent years has resulted In 
the building of hams to accommodate 
lorge numbers of cows. Likewise 
horses nre better stnhled, because 
farmers have recognized the value of 
good buildings. Many of these build- 
ings are equipped with thorough sys- 
tems of ventilation, but, unfortunate- 
ly, some have been constructed on old 
lines without proper consideration for 
the needs or requirements of large 
numbers of cattle In close confinement. 

Professor King probably did more 
than any other man to call attention 
to the great necessity of changing the 
nlr in stables constantly days nnd 
nights. Uls ventilating systems were 
constnieted to admit cold, fresh air 
from outdoors in such n way ns to 
spread It out over the cattle near tho 
celling. This foired the cold nlr down- 
ward In the stable and outward to the 
outlet ventilators that have their open- 
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for large c<iws and they breed with 
that end In view. 

In building a dairy stable a dairy- 
man Is governed hy local condltlona. 
The stalls given in this plan are 
plenty wide and long enough for Jer- 
seys or other breeds of cows weighing 
up to 1,000 pounds. 

The alleyway In the center of this 
stable is built wide to drive through 
with the manure spreader nnd for the 
handling uf bedding and other litter. 

The horse department Is partitioned 
away from the cow stable hy a good 
hoard partition thnt reaches to the 
ei-lllng. The two doors opening into 
the horse end of the barn nre hung 
with weights, so they always pull 
shut. Most fanners like to have the 
horses nnd «'ows entirely separate. 

The Ceiling over the horse depart- 
nic-nt Is 0 feet in height.

over the cow stable Is the same level, 
hut the cow stable floor Is hullt dif- 
ferently so that tile head room over 
the feed alley is oidy u little over 8 
fi-et. Eight feet of head mum In u 
i-ow stuhle is utiuut right for ventila- 
tion. hut horst-men prefer a 0-foot 
teiling in u horse stuhie. 

Over the stuhle is a good-sized mow 
h'hieli is used for buy uud l>ed>Jing. 
put in with a horse fork tiirougit the 
large door in tiie end. The tiay and 
straw are let dowu through u chute 
I wiileh opens Into the horse stuhle 
Dear the center jiartitlou to avoid 
I aeutteriug dust through the cow sta- 
ble.

o stulles is whether or nut there is 


ings near the flour at the out.side 
walla. 

The natural tendency of warm air 
la to rl.se to the ceiling and spread In 
every direction and settle to the floor 
ut side walks. Impure stable air is 
heavier than fresh pure air, because 
the weight of Impurities carries it 
down. Tlieoretically, tiie out-tukc from 
near the floor at the outside of stables 
Is correct. Sometimes other means of 
extracting impure air are employed, 
because of local conditions. 

The principle of ventilating la based 
on the tendency of warm ulr to go up. 
A properly constructed ventilator 
works like a chimney. The warm air 
from the stable rushes up through the 
chimney the same as the warm air 
from a fire. 

TJie size of stable ventilators regu- 
lates the amount of uir to he drawn 
off. The intake pipe should he large 
enougli to supply suflielent fresh ulr 
for all the cows or other Jive stock 
coufim-d In the stuhle, and the veiitilu- 
tor.s or out-take jilpes sliouhl conform 
to the same currying eupuelty. 

For a stable containing 40 cows, 

' two ventilators will he m-eessury, and 
I these Vi-ntllutors sliould measure two 
feet square inside, figuring tiie move- 
ment of uir in the ventilating flues ut 
;UiO feet jier luinute. Not every two- 
foot veiitllutor eurrles ulr ut the rate 
of .'flkJ feet per minute. It ilepeiids on 
tiie lieight of tiie flue uiid the man- 
ner In whieli it is constructed. Venti- 
lators are like eliimneys — sometimes 
the draft Is strong uud souietiiues it is 
less sutlsfuetory. 

Besides the tendency of warm ulr to 
go up. u iiiiweiiieiit of air in ventila- 
tors deiieuds on the projiortioii of the 
Ventilator to the amount of air to he 
I curried. Also the direction of the 
wind Is an influence. Wtiut is known 
us usjilratiou or suction induced hy 
the wind pu.ssing over the tup of a 
ventilator has a good deal to do with 
upwafd draft. Meeliuuieul ventilator 
tops are manufactured to increase as- 
piration. 

i^ome of the ventilators render val- 
uable assistance in creating urliticlal 
drafts or increasing natural draft 
through a ventilating flue. Manufac- 
turers have given especial attention to 
Uie liuilding of metal veufllutors from 
the stable Up, so tiiat the whole sub- 
ject is re<eiviug careful attention 
from difiereut sources. 


No Financial Depression, and 
None Since the War Began. 

A tvell-known corro.ipondont of rd j 
important Western dally paper recent- | 
ly made nn extended visit to Western 
Canada, nnd In summing up the rB 
Bulfs, after going thoroughly Into con- 
ditions there, says there la no financial 
depression in Canada, nor has there 
been anything of the sort since the 
war began. Anyone who has watched 
tho barometer of trade, nnd seen tho 
bank clearings of tho different cities 
grow nnd continue to grow will have 
arrived nt the same conclusion. The 
trade statistics reveal n like situation. 
The progre.ss thnt the farmers nre 
making Is highly satisfactory. As this 
correspondent says: "It Is true there 
have been adaptations to meet new 
conditions, nnd taxes have been re- 
vised, nnd that a very large burden of 
added expense in many lines has been 
assumed, but it has all been done me- 
thodically, carefully nnd with full re- 
gard for the resources to be called on. 

"Thnt this has been done fairly nnd 
wisely Is proved by the present com- 
fortable financial position. 

"With the exception of a restricted 
area In the east, Canada Is not nn In- 
dustrial country. The greater portion 
of the Dominion must be classed ns 
agricultural area, with only nn infini- 
tesimal part of It fully developed. 

“Lacking complete development, the 
agricultural portion of Canada has 
naturally placed its main dependence 
upon fewer resources than would be 
the cn.se In tho States. Even In pence 
times, business would he subject to 
more frequent nnd wider fliictuntions, 
due to the narrower foundation upon 
which It rests. 

“Thus, Canada has been able to 
come up to the war with efllclency nnd 
sufficiency and to maintain nnd even 
advance Its civilian activities. 

“Canada’s first element of financial 
strength lay In Its branch bank sys- 
tem. This system has two great ad- 
vantages: It makes the financial re- 
sources of the Dominion fluid so that 
supplies of capital can run quickly 
from the high spots to the low spots; 
also. It places at the command of each 
Individual branch the combined re- 
sojirces of the ivhole institution so 
that there Is nn efficient safeguard 
against severe strain at any one 
point. 

"Here In Winnipeg, the nll-Cnnnda 
hanking houses maintain hig, strong 
brunches nnd, ns elsewhere In the 
Dominion, these held to nn attitude of 
saneness nnd solidity thnt prevented 
even the start of any financial dis- 
turbance. 

That business generally Is now com- 
ing strong on nn even keel is largely 
due to the absolute refusal of the 
bunks, both branch nnd Independent, 
to exhibit the slightest signs of ex- 
citement or apprehensiveness. 

“For all Canada the snvlng.s bank 
figures nre a.stonishing. Beginning with 
1013, they are, for the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31 :

"These figures represent what Cana- 
dians have put away after paying the 
Increased living cost, which Is about 
the same as in the States, nil Increas- 
es in taxes nnd imports of all kinds 
made necessary by the war and gen- 
erous subscriptions to wur bond Is- 
sues. 

"Prohibition has helped greatly in 
keeping the money supplies circulat- 
ing In the normal, necessary channels. 
Tradesmen generally attribute a large 
part of the good financial condition to 
the fact that the booze bill has been 
eliminated. Canada takes law enforce- 
ment with true British seriousness. 

“Flniinclally, ns in every other rfr 
spect, Canada has developed sufllclen- 
cy. She has done it In spite of Initial 
conditions which would not look prom- 
ising In the States and she bus done it 
In a big, strong way. 

I "One of the best things we did,” said 
' one of the leading Winnipeg bankers 
to me, "was to decide early In tho 
game that we simply would not borrow 
trouble. 

I “We started In Ignorance of how the 
! war would develop and without know- 
ing exactly what our resources were, 
and had to find the way. 

I "And yet Cnnudluas ure not overbur- 
dened with taxes nor are they com- 
' plaining of them. For the common 
I people there has been hut a slight tax 
' Increase, if any, in a direct way. In- 
i direct payments, of course, are made 
In the shape of higher prices for living 
commodities, but the price advance on 
such items is no heavier tlian in ths 
I States la the same period.” — Advertise*

I* ToolDlo Walk Upright OperalioB 
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UGLY POINTS MAY BE HIDDEN P“kham*i VegeUbleCompouiRd. 


Permanent Fixtures, Such as Fence I 

and Clothes Posts, Should Be 
Made Things of Beauty. 

The most noticeable permanent fea- 
tures of the backyard, which Is the 
usual pli\ee for the city garden, nre 
the fence nnd the chithes pcisls. They ! 
remain grim nnd uncompromising, j 
while shrubs flourish nnd flower.s i 
lilooin and iifliT tho leaves have with- ! 
en'd nnd fallen. 

The garden magazines advise mns.s- 
Ing shrubs on the fences, letting vines 
climb the clothes posts or stringing I 
wire netting for nnslurtlunis to climb | 
upon. This Is well In summer. l>ut I 
when tho leaves have fallen nnd tho 
naked fence la nguin exposed, the 
dragging vines Mow In tho wind, nnd 
netting nnd all fall in nn uncomely 
heap together unless the careful gar- 
dener removes them. At any rate the 
fence nnd the posts can only bo cov- 
ered with foliage and bloom during a 
short period. 

The solution of the difficulty then 
is to make the fence nnd posts, the 
ugly nnd permanent features, things 
of beauty. A fence may be made of 
such n pattern ns not to lie offensive 
to the eye, and If it Is possible to have 
It of brick or stone It need not he a 
support for vines unless cue desires 
it. 

The posts, too, may he placed In 
iincunspleuinis positions. They may he 
painted green, a soft color, harnionlz- 
Ing well with grass, vines and flow- 
ers. 

These two difficulties disposed of, 
one may begin the planidng of tiie 
backyard city garden with eoiifidence.

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Co-operation in Planning. 

If one town succeeds In relocating 
or depressing or elevating a nalroad, 
the adjacent towns have to plan to 
conform. If u railroad station is lo- 
cated near the border of a town the 
nearby streets and car lines in the 
next town ure altered to lit. A good 
park on tho edge of one community 
has a strong influence on the park slt- 
nation of the adjacent eominunity. 
Bud housing "Just over the line" brings 
up serious planning problems. Differ- 
ent planning laws nnd restrictions in 
towns which border on one another 
give rise to all sorts of complications 
and unfairness. Of two towns side hy 
side, where one is conselentlously in- 
terested In the appearance of its 
streets and liuildings and the oilier is 
not, the latter soon finds itself ut u 
consideruftle disadvantage. Everything 
Is to be gained by co-operation In plan- 
ning. Waste is bound to ensue with- 
: out it. 

Parks for All the People. 

The imrks belong to all the people 
I and should be so conducted that all will 
j feel that a genuine welcome and varl- 
I ely of entertuiumeut, comfort and 
I pleasure await them In every park. 

I They should be made so attractive to 
; the general populace tliat liundreds 
will flock tliere to wlicrc now tlie indi- 
vidual “llocks’’ in loneliness. Some 
parks ure planned and plaiiled us 
tiiough they possessed an attitude, one 
of extreme austerity, seeking to over- 
awe the visitor uud eurli ills iinturul 
, exuberance. Tliese cold and uninvit- 
ing. inliospituhie |iurks sliould liuve iii- 
troduciioiis of bright flowers, tennis 
i-ourts, swings, tcclerhourds, sand 
boxes, seats, nrbor.s, picnic grounds, 
music, etc., and ilicreby liccome at- 
tractive to tlieir owners — the public 
ut large. — Exchange. 

Using Walls and Fences. 

More use should be made of walla 
[ and fences in small gardens. It Is not 
always necessary tbut either oriiu- 
meutul or fruiting plants sliould be ia 
the opeu or clear of structures. Not 
alone oruumeutui vines, hut also fruit- 
ing lines uud siirubs may he truiued 
in fun shape or fiat against walls cov- 
ered with mesh wire.

, iieinies of the race, the obstructions 
:o hunniii welfare. 

Hut e\en before tin* child becomes 
nterested ill team plays or group ac- 
lon of any kind, we utilize esst'inially 
:he stiine interest lit conflict when we 
fin-ourage rivalry, whether at home or 
n school, through priz<‘ i'ont«-sts or 
through Invidious praise and blame. 
\Ve litive gnessing contests and speil- 
iig matches, ami In athletics we have 
races of various kinds. In these tin* 
iidividual i.s eii<'ouragi‘<l to |iut ftirth 
Ills best efforts, not for the purpose of 
uttainiiig .some predetermined stand- 
urd. not for the purjiose of cultivaiiiig 
his own abilities, but for the jiurpose 
of excellitii; some other particular 
fhlld. 

The bread-baking contests and the 
iressinuklng coni|>etltious for girls, 
like the cornraislng or shop contests 
for b«>ys. utilize the same motives of 
rivalry as we tind in the *>rdiuur^ ath- 
letic contests or street tights. Hut the 
lorin of the conflict and the laaterial 
eoiisi-quences are In no way objection- 
able.

The first Hible printed In America 
was In an Indian language, translated 
liy .lohn Klliott, pioneer missionary 
to the Indians, and imblished at ('aiii- 
bridgi*, Mass., the New Testament In 
Iflfll, the entire Hible in Iflllfl. In 
one William Hradford proposed pt 
print an Knglish Hible Ity subscription, 
the price of tin* book to subscribers 
being 20 shilling.s, or a ixiund sterling. 
In 1777, during the Hevolutionary war, 
there were so few Hibles in the little 
groitp of stitp's tliat congress voted 
to print flO.OlH) copies. Kven this was 
found impracticable. Typt* and papt*r 
were wanting, and liy wtiy «if compro- 
mise L’O.IMMI Hibles vvt*re then ordered 
to bt* inqiorted from Kiiropt* b.v author- 
ity of congress, the reason being givt*ii 
that “its use was sti universal and its 
imporiiince so grt'at.” Hut even this 
could not be (lom* owiog to the war 
embargo. Th<* work was then iimler- 
taken in 17k2 by Itobert .-Vitken of I’hil- 
ad(‘lphia as a privatt* enterprisi*. The 
books were few and very dear. — Chris- 
tian Herald.

In these days of soaring prices the 
dinner problem ns well ns the other 
ttieals Is otic that Is 
eottslaally growing 
harder of solullon. 
We hope wllli a full i 
s u p p ly of vege- 
tables fresh from 
our w c 1 1 - t e iidetl 
gtirdeits that we , 
can cut down on 
much outside ex- 
pense, as well ns eliminate waste. 

Eggs are fairly rensoiiahlc and with 
rice still within roach we shall he able | 
to keep up the body hiilance If enough ' 
thought is given to the preparation of 
the food given to the children. Adults 
need food only to supply wtiste and 
give heat and energy, while the grow- 
ing youth need hulldiiig materitil which 
Is supplied in green vegetables, milk, 
cream, butter and eggs, of which they 
must not he deprived. 

Summer squash, sitinneh, chard, 
green corn nre all vegetables that when 
Well seasoned with .some form of fat 
will make a good meal. 

Vegetable soups using a few hones 
to give llavor to the stoek and a small 
piece of soup meat, with the addition 
of vegetables should make two or three 
good meitls. ’Two toasted shot's of 
bread wi*ll liullercd plnccil iti the bot- 
tom of the soui) plate and Hit* soup j 
pouretl over It will makt* a mtist satis- 
fying liiiiehetin fttr a cliiltl tir anytuio 
not iloing haril labor. The soup meat 
after all the extractives have ht*eii re- 
intivi'il is still nutritious meiit anti with 
n little jtiihcitius seastining makes a 
good meat loaf or choppetl with cold 
potatoes or bits of vi'getahles left from 
the soup a good hash results. 

The flrst day serve the soup with 
vegetables and small cubes of the 
meat, the next time the meat may he 
in the form of a loaf, and If any is left 
the hash will be Its last appearaiict*. 

Cook n cupful of rice until toinlor, 
adding a teaspoonful of salt. Melt 
three tahlespoonfuls of butter and add 
one teaspoonful of curry powder. Stir 
this lightly into the rice. Hack In but- 
tered molds and let stand until well 
molded. For those who do not enjoy 
curry a little chopped green pepper 
cooked In butter adds u most appetiz- 
ing flavor.

Vege- 
tables taken fresh from 
one’s own garden that 
have been cared for by 
inonihers of tin* family, are much tiiore 
appreciated than those that are bought 
in the market aud are often wilted 
and unpalatahle. 

Spinach. — This Is one of our valua- 
hle spring greens, culled the hrooin of 
the blood because it contains valuable 
niinertil matters which are especially 
valuable In the spring to jiiirlfy the 
blood, ('ook it in the water thiit clings 
to the leaves after washing If you 
want to retain all of the mineral salts. 
Pouring off the water from the vege- 
tables after cooking wastes the mla- 
erttl matti*rs largely us they an* solu- 
ble in water. 

Don’t Imagine hecanse so iiiiitiy 
women say so, that soup meat Is not 
nourishing. Soup meat has lost its 
i chief charms, the ilcllcate »*xiracHve 
i and flavor which appeal to the taste 
and smell, hut tin* food is all there and 
with a little care in seasoning n most 
delicious meal loitf will result. Add a 
clove of garlic to a pint of chopped 
meal, one small onion, a dash or (wo of 
red pepper a little poultry dressltig 
with salt, mold into a loaf and press. 
Serve either hot or cold. 

In soup making the addition of vege- 
tiibles makes a soup mncli more nourish-

Ing than tho.se wiihout, as the vege- 
table acids, mineral water and the re- 
I’cnlly discovered suhslunces which arc 
so important to growth called “growth 
determinant” are all Invaluable us fisid. 
Any small bits of vegetables may be 
useil as souit flavor and at the same 
time provide those elements so neces- 
sary to the biwly processes. 

Gipsy Stew. — Cook together u few 
new iHitutoes, new carrots, peas and 
onions, add three or four slices of crisp- 
ly cooked bacon broken In bits or a 
little salt fsirk cut In cubes and 
browned, add a little hot milk and 
serve as a chowder with crackers or as 
a vegetable. 

Swedish Rye Breed. — Add to a quart 
of but milk a tablespoouful of salt aud 
three-quarters of u rnytfui of sugar.

The value of .soups, uitless eream oi 
purees, Is ratlier overestimated, as 
the fond value of a strong hrolh which 
Is ulnety-llve per cent water, t'veii last- 
ing good. Is not very great. Soups 
serve a valuable purpose in stimulat- 
ing till* flow of giistrle juices to meet 
the hettvy dliiuer which follows. 

Chei'se in comhlntitioii wllli rice or 
macaroni will take Hu* place of meat 
nt luncheoii or even a tlltmer. < ’nick- 
ers dusted with cheese and starved with- 
the salad add much food vtilue to Hu 
meal. t!lu'cse must not In* looked 
upon only as a relish and w<* lU'ed to 
give It larger plact* in our mentis. 

Hie and doughnitls, contrary to the 
usual Idea, are most iiourl.shlng foods 
for those who work In the open, for 
picnic Iniiehes.

Five Rentone Why Excetnive Taxes at 
ths Outsat of War Ara Diaadvantags- 
oue — Graat Britain Exampla Worthy 
of Emulation — How ths Taxss Should 
Bo Apportioned. 

■y EDWIN R. A. 8ELIQMAN, 

McVlcknr Professor of Political Econ- 
omy, Columbia University. 

On May 23. 1017, the Houm ot Rep- 
roscntatlTea passed an act "to provide 
revenue to defray war expensea and 
for other purposca." In the original 
bin as presented by the Committee of 
Ways and Means, the additional reve- 
nue to be derived was estimated at |1,- 
810,420,000. The amendment to the in- 
come tax. which was tacked on to the 
bill during the diacusalon in the House, 
waa expected to yield another f40,000,- 
000 or 160,000,000. 

In discussing the House bill, two 
problems arise: 

I. How much should be raised by 
taxation? 

II. In what manner should this sum 
be raised? 

I. How Much Should Bo Raised ' by 
Taxation? 

How wttH the figure of 11,800,000,000 
arrived at? Tlie answer is simple. When 
the Secretary of the Treasury came to 
estimate the additional war expenses 
for the year 1917-18, he calculated that 
they would amount to some $6,000,- 
000,000, of which $3,000,000,000 was to 
he allotted to the allies, and $3,600,- 
QpO.OOO was to be utilized for the do- 
mestic puriioscs. Thinking that It 
would be a fair proposition to divide 
this latter sum between loans and 
taxes, he conicluded that the amount 
to be raised by taxes was $1,800,000,- 
000 . 

There are two extreme theories, each 
of which may l>e dismissed with scant 
courtesy. Tlie one Is that all war ex- 
penditures should be defrayed by loans, 
and the other Is that all war expendi- 
tures should he defrayed by taxes. 
Each theory is untenable. 

It is indeed true that the burdens of 
the war should be borne by the pres- 
ent rather than the future generation; 
but this does not mean that they should 
be borne by this year's taxation. 

Meeting all war expenses by taxation 
makes the taxpayers in one or two 
years bear the burden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least over a 
decade within the same generation. 

In the second place, when expendi- 
tures approach the gigantic sums of 
present-day warfare, the tax-only pol- 
icy would require more than the total 
surplus of social income. Were this 
absolutely necessary, the ensuing hav- 
oc in the economic life of the communi- 
ty would have to be endured. But 
where the disasters are so great and 
at the same time ao unnecessary, the 
tax-only policy may be declared im- 
practicable. 

Secretary HcAdoo had the right in- 
stinct and highly commendable cour- 
ege in Gactdlng that a aubatantial Nor- 
rlon, at least, of the revennes should 
be derived from taxation. But when 
he hit upon the plan of 60-60 per cent, 
that is, of raising one-half of all do- 
mestic war expenditures by taxes, the 
question arises whether be did not go 
too far. 

The relative proportion of loans to 
taxes is after all a purely business 
proposition. Not to rely to a large ex- 
tent on loans at the outset of a war is 
a mistake. 

Disadvantages of Excessive Taxes. 

The disadvantages of excessive taxes 
at the outset of the war are as follows: 

1. Excessive taxes on consumption 
will cause popular resentment 

2. Excessive taxes on Industry will 
disarrange business, damp enthusiasm 
and restrict the spirit of enterprise at 
the very time when the opposite is 
needed. 

3. Excessive taxes on Incomes will de- 
plete the surplus available for Inveat- 
manta and interfere with the placing of 
the enormous ioans which will be necee- 
aary in any event 

4. Excessive taxes on wealth will 
causa a serious dlmlnutloa Of the In- 
comea' which are at present largely 
drawn upon for the aupport of educa- 
tional and philanthropic enterprises. 
Moreover, these sources of support 
would be dried up precisely at the time 
when the need would be greatest 

5. Exesssive taxation at the eutsot ef 
the war will reduce the elasticity avail- 
able for tho incrosoing domando that 
are soon to como. 

Groat Britoin’o Policy. 

Take Great Britain as an examp'e 
During the first year of the war she 
fncreased taxes only slightly, In order 
to keep Industries going at top notch. 
During the second year she raised by 
new taxes only U iier cent, of her war 
expenditures. During the third year 
she levied by additional taxes (over 
sud above the pre-war level) only 
slightly more than 17 per cent, of her 
war expensea. 

If we should attempt to do as much 
In the first year of the war aa Great 
Britain did in the third year It would 
luffice to rahie by taxation $1,260,000.- 
If, In order to be absolutely on 
the safe side, it seemed advisable to 
increase the sum to 11,500,000.000, this 
* should, In our opinion, he the maxl- 
tnum. 


fn conxlilorlng tho apportionment of 
•ho oxfraonllnary bunion of taxes In 
War times certain scientific principles ' 
arc definitely establl.shod: 

How Taxoi Should Bo Apportioned. 

(1) The burden of taxes must he 
spread as far ns iHissihlc over the 
whole community so as to cause each | 
individual to share In tho sacrifices ac- 
cording to his ability to pay and ac- 
cording to his share In the Government 

(2) Taxes on consumption, which are 

necessarily borne by the community at 
large, should be Imiwsoil as far aa pos- 
sible on articles of qunsl-luxury rather 
than on those of necessity. ^ 

(3) Excises should bo Imposed as far ^ 
as jKissIhle u|>on commodities In tho 
bands of the final consumer rather 
than upon the articles which serve pri- 
marily ns raw material for further 
production. 

(4) Taxes upon business should be 
lmpo.seil as far as possible upon net 
mrnings rather than upon gross re- 
ceipts or capital Invested. 

(6) Taxes upon Income which will 
necessarily l>c Bevero should be both 
differentiated and graduated. That Is, 
there should be a distinction between 
earned and unearned Incomes and there 
■bould be a higher rate upon the larger 
incomes. It la essential, however, not 
to make the income rate ao excessive 
aa to lead to evasion, administrative 
difflcnltlcs, or to the more fundamental 
objections which have been urged 
abov’e. 

(6) The excess profits which are due 
to the war constitute the moat obvious 
and reasonable source of revenue dur- 
ing war times. But the principle upon 
which these war-profit taxes are laid 
must be equitable in theory and easily 
calculable in practice. 

The Proposed Incoms Tax. 

The additional income tax as passed 
by the Hou.se runs up to a rate of 00 
per cent This is a sum unheard of in 
the history of civilized society. It must 
be remembered that It was only after 
the first year of tho war that Great 
Britain Increased her Income tax to the 
maximum of 34 per cent., and that 
even now in the fourth year of the war > 
tho Income tax docs not exceed 42V(i 
per cent 

It could easily be shown that a tax 
with rates on moderate Incomes sub- 
8tantinll.v le.ss than In Great Britain, 
and on tho larger incomes about as 
high, would yield only slightly loss than 
tho $632,000,000 originally estimated in 
the House bill. 

It is to be hoped that the Senate w’lll ^ 
reduce the total rate on the highest In- 
comes to 34 per cent, or at most to 40 
per cent, and that at tlie same time It 
will reduce the rate on the smaller In- 
comes derived from personal or profes- 
sional earnings. 

If the war continues we ahall have to 
depend more and more upon the in- 
come tax. By impoaing axceaaive ratoa 
now we ere not only endangering the 
future, but are inviting all manner of 
difficuitiea which even Graat Britain 
haa been able to eecapo. 

Ceneluaien, 

The House bill contains other funda- 
mental defects which may be summed 
u.p as follows : 

(1) It pursues an erroneous principle 
in imposing retroactive taxes. 

(2) It selects an unjust and unwork- 
able criterion for the excess-profits tax. 

(3) It proceeds to an unheard-of 
height In the Income tax. 

(4) It imposes unwarranted burdens 
upon tbo consumption of the commu- 
nity. 

(5) It Is calculated to throw business 
into confusion byievying taxes on gross 
receipts Instead of upon commodities. 

(G) It fails to Baka a proper uae of 
atamp taxes. 

flA It taUowm mm BBaciesuac Byctom 

in its nac rate on imports. 

(8) It includes a multiplicity of pet- 
ty and unlucratlve taxes, the vexatlous- 
ness of which is out of all proportion to 
the revenue they produce. 
*••••## 
The f(mdamental lines on which the 
House bill should be modified are sum- 
med up herewith: 

(1) The amount of new taxation 
should be limited to $1,260,000,000— or 
at the outset to $1,600,000,000. To do 
more than this would be as unwise as 
it la unnecessary. To do even this 
would be to do more than has ever 
been done by any civilized Govern- 
ment In time of stress. 

(2) The excess-profits tax based upon 
a sound aystem ought to yield about 
1500,000.000. 

(3) The income-tax acbedule ought to 
be revised with a lowering of the rates 
on eemed Incomea below 110,000, and 
with an analogooa lowering of the 
ratee on the higher Incomee, ao aa not 
to exceed 84 pgr cent A careful cal- 
culation abowa that an Income tax of 
tbia kind would yield aome 3450,000,- 
000 addlUonaL 

(4) The tax on whlaky and tobacco 
ought to remain approximately ae it la, 
with a yield of alMUt $230,000,000. 

These three taxes, together with the 
stamp tax at even the low rate of the 
House bill, and with an Improved au- 
tomobile tax, will yield over ll^i* 
^,000, which ia the amount of money 
thought desirable. 

The above program would be in bar- ! 
mouy with an approved scientific sys- j 
tern. It will do away with almost all 
of the complaints that are being urged 
against the present. It will refrain 
from taxing the consumption of the 
poor. 

It will throw a far heavier burden 
uiion the rich, but will not go to the 
extremi-s of confiscation. It will ob- 
viate Interference with business and 
will keep unimpaired the social pro- 
ductivity of the community. 

It will establish a just balance be- 
tween loans and taxes and will not 
succumb to tbe danger of approaching 
either the tax-only policy or the loan- 
only policy. Above all. it will keep 
an undisturbed elastic margin, which 
must be more and more besrily drawn 
upon as the war proceeds.

i SELF HELPS for the j 
I NEW SOLDIEP,

THE FIRST LESSON OF THE SOL- 
DIER. 

The first thing of all that the young . 
American of tlu> new army will he I 
taught, and nnist h'lirn thorotighly If j 
he Is to serve his cotinlry clllclently 
ns n sohlli'r, la ohi'dlenco — ohodlcnec 
expresst'tl In discipline. 

Discipline Is the fundamental of the 
soldier. 

Dlselpllne Is not punishment. Dis- 
cipline Is not the goose step. Dis- 
cipline, In the proper sense. Is control 
— control for n tlcfiidle ptirpose. Dhcdl- 
ence Is mert'Iy the iithiptlng of oneself 
to such control. And to make the sys- 
tem effeetlve from Hie private lo Ihe 
iiriuy corps, the tllselpllne to the sol- 
dier must begin with the discipline of 
himself. 

(•hedlence, or discipline, Is not In- 
tended to convert a man Into an un- 
thinking machine. A siddier who can 
Ihluk Is twice the soldier who cannot. 
The most cfllclent National Guardsmen 
on the border n year ago were Invari- 
ably the most Intelligent What dis- 
cipline does attempt to do Is to supply 
a man with the machinery of action 
after his thoughts have been blasted to 
pieces by shells, nis motions must he 
Ingrained — automatic. This Is attained 
through steady drill, the routine of 
camp, and “the school of a soldier." 

No man is flt to comand who has 
not learned to obey. Command, In 
the nature of things, will full to those 
who obey most quickly, most Intelli- 
gently. 

Discipline, to the young American | 
soldier, will be munife.st In his eon- 
duct ; In the way ho carries himself — 
the poise of his head, the exactness of 
his shoulders. It will he evident In 
the neatness of his clothes; the cure 
with which he buttons his uniform; In 
the way that he ties his shoes.' It will 
he evident ill Ihe degri'e that he keeps 
himself w.mhed and hrnshed ; In the 
serupnlous fashion in which he dress(>s 
his <-ot, his kit, his quarters. It will 
he obvious In Ihe eonselentlnns manner 
in which he attends to all the routine 
duties of the tiny; In his ohserviince of 
the <(ide of ndlltary etiquette. 

Discipline of this character runs 
throughout the wdiole day, except when 
u man is off duty, nnd then he cun he 
as care-free us he likes. But a man 
whose mind and muscles have hud the 
training of a soldier no longer finds 
himself at ease in the old slouchy, flab- 
by slump of the hoy of the street cor- 
ner. Ills body, corrected, becomes the 
figure that nature intended, both walk- 
ing or sitting. 

The fact that discipline runs through 
the day — and the night — Is Important. 
That Is the method by which It be- 
comes a habit. If discipline were con- 
fined to marching or drilling, then It 
would Impress itself only when march- 
ing or drilling — at other times to be 
forgotten. This would not save the 
situation If the camp were attacked by 
1 surprise. The point Is simply this: 
i the .soldier h-arns that everything he 
does Is the way most carefully studied 
j out to bring the most effective results 
I from a large body of men. witli the 
; least confusion, the least loss of ener- 
i gy, or combined power. When he has 
I learned this, the young American will 
; have learned bis first lesson us u sol- 
i tiler. 

I 

THE SOLDIER’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

A soldier’s muscles must not only he 
! strong — they must be elastic. He must 
1 be prepared to run, to Jump, to orawl, 
tf) wriggle, to slu)ot or to handle the 
! bayonet from the most unexpected po- 
I sitions. That Is why he is put through 
I the settllng-up exercises. By bending, 
j thrusting with his arms and legs, rais- 
ing himself from the fioor, his ht)dy Is 
! made athletic and supple for every 
I demand which may be Imposed upon it. 

I Military dlselpllne begins with the 
' muscles, must ho Imparted to the 
nerves, and become imbedded In the 
brain. 

A rounded shoulder Is a slack rope. 
The soldier whose body sags out of 
; shape spends uliiiost as much energy 
in pulling himself together us he does 
lo the speettied motlou Itself. On the 
Other bund, the man whose muscles 
are disciplined is at a hulaace, ready 
at ouce to respond to any command 
from the hrain. When a maa's muscles 
are soft, they sullenly resent all orders 
from the brain. They have not learned 
to obey. 

The nerve.s must he even more strict- 
ly disciplined. For even if a soldier’s 
muscles are trained to execute any «jr- 
der he receives. If his nerves run away 
with him, good legs only curry him 
faster. And dlselpllne of the luiud Is 
must imiKirtaut of all, fur the mind ud- 
mini.strutes through the nerves. 

A dlselpllneil mind will think precise- 
ly. That is why niilltury truinliig re- 
quires that u soldier speak precisely, 
that he follow corrt*cl forms la receiv- 
ing and trunsmlttlag onlers, la inuking 
out reports. In addressing a letter, 'llie 
trlspuess of military Intercourse does 
not stunt mental development. But 
war is the must exact of inoderu 
sciences and a soldier must strive to 
become exact. In other words, be Is 
simply taught bow to think — not what 
I to think. 

i As soon us a soldier begins to think 
, be will understand bis place in a group 
I formation. He will learn that the huu- 
dliiig of large b<idles of men pivots 
u|Mju the handling of a squad. He will 
fuiulllarize himself with bis work In a 
Nquud, and in that way discover bis 
iuipurluuce to lUe command as a m bole. 


The squad consists of eight ntsn, In 
two rows of four. It Is tinder the com- 
tmind of a corporal. Two sijiiads form 
a sod Ion, under the command of a ser- 
geant. 'I'hree seellons (at i>eacfl 
strength) form a platoon anil two pla- 
toons a company. Four companies 
make ii hallalion ; thn*e hatlalloas, jdtis 
a headqnarter.s company, a maehlno 
gun company, nnd supply company, a 
regiment. 

The young .^(ddler learns that ns (ho 
squall moves, so the company or Iho 
regiment tmives. He learns that If ho 
IndIvIdimlly exeentes the orders he re- 
ceives III the a|)polnted space and at 
the appointed moment, a whole regi- 
ment may wheel from squad (o com- 
pany front nnd hack again, for exam- 
ple, without the loss of a step. Kaeh 
part of the machine will lit perfectly 
Into place. On the other hand. If lie as 
an Individual falls down In his part, 
the squad evolution is spoiled, tho 
symmetry of the coiiqtany Is broken 
and the wliole regiment siilTers In oon- 
sequeiu'O. The responslhlllly rests 
upon each man — this the young soldier 
must learn. And he musl also learn 
that dlselitllnc Is the quickest menus 
yet devls('d lo give any body of sol- 
diers that perfect team work. Hint iiu- 
tomatle, iiiieonselous co-<»rdlnatlon 
without which battles and campaigns 
cannot he successfully planned and 
fought. 

THE FUNDAMENTAL POSITION OF 
THE SOLDIER. 

The young anldler, before he enn 
handle a gun, must learn how to ban 
die himself. He must learn that there 
are right ways and wrong ways ol 
carrying hIs arms nnd legs. Just a.^ 
there are with a rifle. He must learu 
how to stand, how to walk. 

The hoy ou the street usually stands 
on his heels, with hIs shoulders 
slouched over. Ids stomach thrust for- 
ward and his spine curving In and out 
like an hour-glass. Literally, he has 
no “hnck-hom*.” Back-hone Is the first 
essential of the sohller. 

The position of a soldier does not re- 
quire Hint lie shove his che.-it ahi'ud of 
liim like a iniy-window, or slifTen his

head, or spread his feet painfully. Tlio 
position of a siddler might he most 
<inlckly and edrrectly obtained If a 
man could he taken hy a hair and lift- 
«‘d up until every part of Ids body 
exeejit hl.s feet became sus|)eiided. 
This would establish tl»e natural ver- 
tical allgiimeat. With the weight rest- 
ing equally upon the halls of the feet 
and the heels, the waist drawn la, and 
the head properly raised, a straight 
line would pass approximately from 
the halls of the feet through the Ixdt 
huckh- to the chin. The body Is then 
at the balance, with the inuscles re- 
laxed, not rigid. The soldier Is now 
in position to execute any order which 
may he requlreil of him. 

.Specifically, according to the regula- 
tions, the heels are iilaeed oa the same 
line, the feet turned at an angle of 
45 degrees; the knees slndght without 
stiffness; hips l(*vel and drawn hack 
slightly: body erect anil resting equal- 
ly ou the hips ; chest lifted ami arched ; 
shoulders square ami falling equally; 
urnis and hands hanging naturally, 
thundt along Ihe seam of the trousers. 

' (In past times, the little Hager was 
placed along the seam of the trousers 
with Ihe palm turned out, producing an 
artificial rigidity which does not be- 
long to the modern Anierleaii soldier.) 
The head must he erect and squarely 
to Ihe front, chin drawn In so that the 
axis of the head Is vertlcid, with tho 
eyes also straight to the fnnit. 

This Ik the fundamental position of 
the soldier. It Is the position of at- 
tention, the husle coinmund to which 
every soldier responds. It Is from tho 
position of uttenthm that all niove- 
nieats of the soldier proceed.

Getting In underneath the car with »

KEEPING CAR CLEAN 

♦ - 

Many People Pay Little Attention 
to Appearances. 


Good Washing With Soap and Water 

Will Save Many Dollara in Repair 
BINs — Avoid Soap on Highly 
Polished Body. 

Some people pay little attention to 
the appearance of tVieIr cars, washing 
and polishing only on rare occasions. 
A cleaning and polishing is necessary 
not only because It makes the car 
look better but because It increases 
life and makes for smooth running, 
writes H. A. Tarantous of New York 
Id Orange Judd Farmer. Mud and 
dirt on the running gear parts, such 
as brakes, aniversals, etc., would ba 
perfectly harmless If It remained away 
from the working parts. However, 
the small particles work their way to 
the moving parts and cut the metal. 
This applies to the steering system 
also. 

A good cleaning of the running 
gear with soft soap and water when* 
ever the mud accumulates will save 
many dollars In repair biUs. Dse tepid 
water and be free with IL A large 
eponge well soaped should be used to 
free the mud from Its lodgings. Do 
not nse this same sponge for the body 
becaose the small particles of sand 
will cut the finish. Use soft cloth for 
cleaning. 

Be Careful With Hose. 

In using a hose around the car be 
as careful as possible not to get water 
into the brake drums and other parts. 
If a little care is exercised the water 
can be kept sway. Use the sponge 
for these places to free the mud. In 
washing the radiator direct the stream 
of the water from the rear with the 
hood lifted or off. If this is done no 
water will get onto the motor and 
possibly Into the magneto and carbu- 
retor. Clean the steering knuckles 
and even the rear axle housing. After 
the running gear Is clean proceed with 
the body. 

Never use soap on a highly polished 
body. T.othing but water should be 
used. If there are mud s|>ois thev 
should be soaked off with water. If 
you rub the mud while It is hard It 
will cause scratching of the varnish. 

Apply a Polish. 

When the body has thoroughly dried 
apply a polish of some sort. The wax 
polishes are good, and If applied once 
s week will make the cars always look 
bright. Liquid polishes which are 
sprayed upoo the body can be applied 
In about one-half hour. No rubbing is 
necessary with these polishes. A wip- 
ing after applying la all that la Deed- 
ed. 

For the upholstery use a mixture «rf 
half linseed oil sad half vinegar for 
brightening up the leather. Apply It 
with a cloth sod allow It to remaia 
untouched for about an hour. Then 
wipe the upholstery again, ao aa to re- 
move any chance of aolllDf the clothes 
'•f the itassengers

1776. the convention of Vlr- 
Rlniii, throiiRli resolutions drafted liy Ed- j 
inund Pendleton, offered by Thomas Nel- ' 
son. Jr., advocated by Patrick Henry, 
unanimously called on conKress to dtM-laro 
the colonies free and Independent states. 1 

Here June 12, 1776, wns adopted by Hie 
convention the Immortal work of fleorRo I 
Mason— the declaration of rights— ami 
June 29. 1776. the first written constitu- 
tion of a free and Independent state ever 
framed.

Careful Tillage, Good Manage- 
ment and a Beneficent Soil. 

Reading the reports of the mnnngeit 
of the chartered banks In Cntindn, one 
la struck by the wonderful showing 
that they have made during the past 
two or three years. They are careful 
In their statements, and while they 
attribute the success that they have 
met with, together with that which has 
followed other linos of business, they 
are careful to emphasize the fact that 
the condition of big business may not 
continue.

The passengers 
on any ship that sails the Atlantic to- 
day are likely to find themsilves bob- 
bing about In the Icy waters with no 
enpport but n cork Jticket. 

Some time ago a number of sailors 
on a torpi'doed ship saved their lives 
at night by signaling to the rescuers 
with little electric fiash lamps. This 
principle has now been liieorporated 
Into the latest life buoy by an attach- 
Cient wbleb carries electric flash lamps 
as a part of Its etpiipinent. The lamps 
tinrn steadily as soon tis the buoy hits 
the water, and serve to Indicate the 
position of the person supported to any 
boat that may be searching for sur- 
vivors.

STUCCO IS IN FOUR CLASSES 

It May Be Used to Overcoat Old 

Frame, Brick or Stone Structures 
or to Cover New Buildings. 

■ Stucco Is used In four general 
classes of construction. First, the over- 
coating of old frame structures; sec- 
ond, application to new structures hy 
thd use of wooden or steel framework 
with wooden or metal lath ; third. Its 
application to old brick or stone struc- 
tures; fourth, its jippllcatlon to con- 
crete block buildings. 

The first nnd second classes of work 
require little description. In the third 
class till* mortar Joints of the brick or 
stone work are raked out to a depth of 
about one Inch, to form a key for the 
new stucco. The surface of the brick 
or stone Is thoroughly cleaned and wet 
before applying the stucco, wfilcli 
should he forced Into the Joints to 
their full depth. 

The fourth class Is the application of 
stucco to I'ortliind cement concrete 
block building. This Is a ver.v attrac- 
tive and satisfactory method of coii- 
stniction. The concrete block, when 
Intended to he covered wllh stncco, 
may he made with plain faces nnd no 
special attention is retjulred to secure 
a smooth surface. 

Public Fruit Trees.

1. . Uendezvous points for the varlou.» 
districts Id cases of an alarm arc assigned 
as follows : 

First District,— Engine house, Athens 
street. North Weymouth 

Second District,— Police station, near 
Jackson square, East Weymouth. 

Third District, — Engine house, Lincoln 
square, Weymouth Landing. 

Fourth District — Engine house, Colum- 
bian square. South Weymouth. 

The commanding ofllcer aud stall will 
assemble at the police station, Jackson 
square. 

2. Whenever the riot call may be 
sounded, all members of the Guard will

Ten TboBsand at Shipyard 

The Fore Kiver ship building force 
will number 10,000 within the next three 
months, according to Joseph W. Powell, 
president of the Fore Kiver Shipbuilding 
Corporation, who said Sunday afternoon 
at a large meeting of the employes that 
on the success or failure of the Fore 
Kiver works may depend the fate of the 
war and ultimately that of our nation. 

The occasion was the presentation of 
two oil paintings, portraits of Mr. Powell, 
by the employes to the president of the 
corporation and Mrs. Powell aa an expres- 
sion of their affection and gratitude for 
the kindness he has shown them. The 
prcsenlatloD took place on the Fore Kiver 
Shipbuilding Corporation athletic Held, 
which was built by the company for the 
use of Its employes. 

“Since the declsratlon ot war.” said 
President Powell, “we have added 12,000 
men to the working of Fore Kiver. 
We are to try to increase the number to 
a maximum of 10,000 within the next two 
or three mouths. 

“Do you realize that oue-third of all 
the destroyers now being constructed for 
United States are being built here? Du 
you kuow that over one-half - of all 
submarines now being built fur the Uavy 
are built at Fore Kiver? Upon our 
success or failure may depend the fate of 
the war and ultimately that of our nation. 

“No man tell how much may he demand- 
ed of liiin before the war is over. The 
shipyard In England are full of women, 
llow far our condition may compare with 
England’s we do not know, but if it is 
demanded of our womeu, we know we 
will not tlnd them Iscklng."

Auxiliaries of the Red Cross 


The American Red ('r<iss Is engaged 
In so many humanitarian nnd philan- 
throjilc activities that Its work must of 
necessliy he departmeiitlzed and each 
department thoroughly organized for 
the sake of efllcieucy. A idiapter of 
the Ue<l t’ross, in any locality, repre- 
sents all of the Red Cross activities. 
Under Its supervision dllTerent commit- 
tees are organized for the different 
kinds of work to he d<»iie, each <‘otuuilt- 
tee duvoted to one particular object or 
class of work. In coiumuiiltles where 
no chaptiT exists Red Cross c«immlt- 
tees may he formed, by special author- 
ity of the director general of civilian 
relief, for s|>eclal Red Cross activities. 
These couiuiitte«-s are called auxiliar- 
ies. 

.Several auxiliaries may he formed In 
the same coiuiiiuniiy. to take care of 
the several different classes of work 
to be done. Where a chapter exists 
auxiliaries must* he formed with the 
consent of the chapter, and they will 
be a part of the chapter and subordi- 
nate to it. 

'llie Red (.'ross is the only S4.ciety 
authorized by the government of the 
l’iiltt*d States to render aid to Its land 
and naval forces In time of war. There- 
fore women who to help should 

first loin the Amencau Red Cro» and 


next enroll with the auxiliary Hint I" 
<h»lng the stirt of work they wish to do. 
In the present emergency the .\tnerl- 
can Red Cro.ss faces n gigantic task 
for the heiietlt of our o«n solillers and 
sailors. It) uddiilon to the treinonilous 
work it has already done, atid Is d«e 
Ittg, for the countries at war In Ku- 
rojie. It must provide a system of hos- 
pitals, e(|ulpped with medical utid hos- 
pital supplies, surgeons, trained 
nurses and nurses' assistants for both 
fleld and base hospitals. It must make 
some provisioti for dependents of sol- 
diers and sailors, and for the injured 
after they are dismissed from hospit- 
als. It must gather aad systematize 
volutiteer work throughout the coun- 
try, and Is <lolng so at this moment, so 
as to he thoroughly prepared for the 
demands of war. 

Thousjinds t>f women are looking 
for some practical way by which they 
may exi»rei.s their loyalty to their 
country and their wl.sh to help In the 
work of the war. The avenue open to 
them will he found through Red Cross 
activities and will he dist'ussed In fu- 
ture articles.

Give Numbers Clearly 

“SKVNATKKISIX.” 

Kvcryonc rcBlixcs llie possibiliticfl of error in telephoning when 
7-.S.5-6 i« asked for in that way. 

When nimihcrB are given to onr operators in that disconnected, 
hurried or otherwise indistinct fashion, it is more than likely that 
there will he an error and a wrong connection made. 

There is an absolute necessity for the clear enunciation 
of all telephone numbers: the operation of our switchboards is 
directed wholly by numbers. A yrong number or a misunderstood • 
number invariably means an error call, for which our operators 
should not always l>e held responsible. 

’'Sev-en eight fi-ve six" is the lietter way to give the 
above number. Clearly pronounced numbers uttered directly 
into the telephone transmitter will obviate a majority of error 
calli. 

When you have given a number to our operator, she repeats 
it. Vou should listen for that repetition, for then you may correct 
her if she has misunderstood you. That will save a great deal 
of delay and trouble; and, if you will also say “Yes” or 
“ That’s rigid,” if she repeats properly, she will have your as- 
surance that she is doing her work correctly.

THE SOLDIER’S STEP AND ITS 
IMPORTANCE. 

As soon as the young soldier has 
Iciirned to sland corrc'clly he must 
Iciiru how to step and to walk. If he 
does not learti how to walk, ho will not 
know how to march. If he doos not 
know how to march, he Is of no more 
use to a military organization tlian an 
actual "tin soldier.” 

A soldier must learn how to step— 
that Is, to walk — for two r«'nsons: he 
must learn how host to utilize nnd con- 
serve his muscles, nnd how to conform 
to group movements. 

All a soldier’s work la figured on a 
basis of the normal mans capacity. 
The normal man’s capacity Is likewise 
figured on the posslhllltlcs of tlu* nat- 
ural — and normal — use of the muscles. 

I It Is not founded tipon tlu* snhnormal 
or abnormal use of tlu* muscles. Tlu* 
rcaillcst way lo fit oneself to heeome a 
, soldier, therefore*, la to teach the tmi.s- 
cles to function correctly. 

Tlu* normal step of Ihe soldier Is 
' thirty liu’lu's. That fact nuisl he kept 
In the mind nnlll It grows tlu*re. I’rae- 
tlee in marching will extend the step 
of sotne to that length nnd reduce that 
of others. If this stnmiardizntion dhl 
I not lake pln»'o — did not become habit 
I —the step of the long-legged soldiers 
would Invariably walk away from the 
tshort-Iegged soldiers nnd pull Ihe 
whole line out of shape. This is what 
always fakes place with green troops. 
The tall man strikes nut at a swing 
which keeps the short man on a trot. 
And not only Is the united enduranee 
retlnced according lo the proportion of 
short men in IheR’ompnny. hut tlu* tall 
men cannot hold out with their equljv 
ment to nearly the same extent that 
they could If they adopted tlu* com- 
pimy stride. Itnlform motion Is con- 
tagious, and the stimulu.s Imparted to 
all helps to carry those for whom the 
longer step might at first be an (*xcr- 
tion. 

A man must not walk on his heels. 

I This throws his whole physique out of 
' g(*ar. It renders more dlfllctilt the 

I 

, thlrty-inoh step. A man must walk on 
j the balls of his feet. He must hear 
the weight of the body easily with him 
1 — not drag It nihng behind him. The 
I length of the step, thirty Inches, la 
I mea.sured from heel to heel nnd Ls tnk- 
1 en at the rate of 1‘JO u minute. 

Thirty Inches — remember! No good 
soldier ever steps, or mnrche.s, other- 
wise unless specifically commanded to 
do so. Furthermore, the good .soldier, 
while marching in this the soldier’s 
basic, or normal step. Is, except for the 
swing of the legs nnd arms, in the po- 
eltlon of attention — described In a pr**- 
ceding article as the fundamental po- 
sition of the soldier. 

HOW AND WHY. THE SOLDIER 

CHANGES STEP AND DIREC- 
TION. 

Tho .SO-lnch step — known ns "quick 
time” — Is the basis of all military 
I movement. Nevertheless, a soldier 
I should he no more absolutely confined 
1 to this step than a busebali player Is 
I to, say, hase-rnnnlng. Otherwise, a 
soldier could not charge. 

For this reason “double time" Is pro- 
vided. Tho “double time" step (there 
' Is no “do>il)le-qulek”) is 30 Inches. It 
I Is executed at a cadence of 180 steps 
I a minute. 

I There Is, In addition, the “rout step," 
I for Hu* march, whereby each man can 
' take the step which sult.s him best ; 
.yet after long training In the “quick 
lime,” he will find that his rout step 
will approximate that measure. There 
Is also the “half step." l.'i Inches in 
quick time, IS In double time. 

At the command of “charge!" either 
from standing position, the quick 
st('p, or double time, the soldier breaks 
Into n full run. In which the step Is 
governed only hy the reach ot Ids legs. 

F<tr the same reasons that all mili- 
tary movements cannot he reduced to 
a single cadence, It is no more prac- 
ticable to Unfit H soldier to a single 
direction of advance. For this, the sol- 
<lii*r is taught the side step and the 
hack step, the “left face," “right face" 
and “about face.” 

Tho side step, under the oomrjhad 
j “right step." consists of carrying the 
right 15 Inches to the right and bring 
I Ing the left foot up beside it until com- 
luauded to “halt!” 

“Left step" Is, of course, the reverse 
of “right step.” The hack step Is ex- 
ecuted hy taking steps 15 inches to 
rear at the command, “Backward, 
march !” and continuing until brought 
to a halt. The side step and the hack 
step are almost Invariuhly confined to 
short distances, and employed for the 
I purpose of dressing a Hue. All steps, 
except "right step,” begin with the left 
foot. 

j The facings “right," “left." and 
“ahout" are executed from the posl- 
^ tion of attention. In “right face,” raise 
I the left heel and the right toe slight- 
ly ; faee to the right, turning on the 
right heel, assisted hy a slight pres- 
sure on Ihe hull of the left foot; place 
the left f*x)t by the side of Ihe riglit. 
Tlie “left face" is the converse of this 
movement. “Bight (left) half face" Is 
I'xecuted similarly to an angle of 43 
degrees. 

‘•About face" consists In currying the 
to4* of the rlglil foot a half-f<Mit length 
i to the nur and slightly to Ihe left of 
' the left heel without ctiauglug the i>o- 
sitlon of Ihe left fiMit ; face to Ihe rear, 
turning to the riglil on tlie left heel 
and right toe; place tlie right heel by 
tile side of the left.

THE 8ALUTI AND ITS B'ONIPL 
CANGE. 

As soon as the new soldier Is nhlo 
to take Ills eyes off Ids fei*t and his 
step, he sees that he Is elbow lo elbow 
with other aoldlers. He sees llxat ho 
hclongs to an organization. He sees 
that ho Ims a definite place In that 
organization. The more constantly 
that he can he reminded of his placo 
In the organization, the more iidcquaZi'- 
ly will he fill It. That Is, Ihe nion* ad- 
equately will he fill It If he is an alert, 
inlelllgent American soldier. 

Tlie stniclin-e of flie organization, 
when a unit is not drawn up at atten- 
tion, is Instilled in Ills mind throngli 
nfilllary honors nnd courtesies. This 
Is epitomized In the siiluti*. The sa- 
lute Is not a syiiihol of Inferiority, It 
Is a simple reminder of the soldicr’.s 
place In Ihe scheme of the organiza- 
tion. It Is a reminder of the aiitliorliy 
lo which he imist at all times he suh- 
ject, If there Is to bo discipline; and 
It Is a recognition of the souri'e of 
that authority. 

The soldier salutes coninfisslom'd of- 
ficers — from second lieutmiaiit to gen- 
i-ral. He does not salute noiicouinfis- 
sliiiK'd ofllcers — corporals and ser- 
geants, But he grants them fiefer- 
eiioo nnd oliedlenco, nevertheless. In a 
linfited degree, which keeps Ihe chain 
of uutliorlty Intact. 

The salute not only is no symbol of 
Inferiority, hut Is a privilege. Oii'y ii 
soldier In good standing la enlllled to 
salute his ofllcers nnd lo receive Ihe 
olllcers' iieknowledgment in return. A 
soldier under arrest cannot snlule. 

The salute Is performed at present 
with the right hand only. The movi*- 
nient. must he executed “sinarlly." A 
lagging, ragged salute Is no real mili- 
tary courtesy. It Is nearer to an af- 
front. For It Is neither courteous nor 
military. The right hand, therefore 



Tha Salute. 

Is raised “.smartly,” unlit tho tip of ilio 
forefinger touches the lirlm of the hat 
or cup — at least the lower part of 
the headdress — or the forehead ahove 
tho right eye, ttiiiiul) and fingers ex- 
tended and Jiilncii, iialin sliglitly in- 
clined to tlie left. Tlie forearm is in- 
clined at an angle of ahout degr«*es, 
with the hand and wrist striilght. .\t 
tlie same lime the soldier must look 
toward lilt* otllcer saluted, and stand 
at attention, except for tlie hand 
raised iu salute. Wlien his salute has 
lieen acknowledged, lie drops tils haml 
"smartly" to his slile. 

Salutes are exchanged between ofll- 
ci*rs and enlisted lacii us llicy meet 
I each other, except wlien tlicy are in 
I military formation, or at drill, at work, 
i'lfiaylng games, or at mess.. At these 
times, only, It is not necessary to ex- 
cliango salutes. If, however, the olfi- 
cer siieaks to a soldier at ilrlll or at 
work, or the man speaks to llie officer, 
he gives the prescrilied salute witli tie* 
weapon he curries, or. if uiiiiriiicd. witli 
his right hand us above described. 

The new soldier should hccome (iro- 
llcient in the salute and the rests iif 
ter a few earnest efforts; they are 
among the simplest movements re- 
quired of the soldier. 

When a soldier is at attention, the 
fMisitlon may he relaxed by the com- 
mand "at rest" or “at ease.” On re- 
ceiving the former command, the sol- 
dier keeps one foot In place, hut is per- 
mitted to move the rest of bis body 
at will iiud talk, until he receives Hie 
coniiiiund "attention.” At the cumiuund 
"at ease,” the soldier may do us when 
he receives the command “at rest” wlHi 
the exception that he must maiutui:i 
silence. From these two positions ho 
must spring Instantly to attention and 
command. 

I'urude rest Is a ceremonial posi- 
tion of rest, and In the same general 
x'Utegory us the salute. At the coui- 
iiiund “parade rest,” curry the right 
foot six inches straight to the rear, left 
knee sliglitly bent ; clasp Hie hands 
without constraint In front of Hie cen- 
ter of the body; fingers Joined, left 
hand uppermost, left thumb clasped l»y 
the tliuiiih and forefinger of the rlglit 
hiiud; preserve silence and steuillues.s 
' of position. A cummon fault Is for 
the soldier to lean backward when 
UKsunfiiig this [lOMitlou.
